Id  he 
Station  which  you  have  acquired  by  your 
Merit ,  being  one  of  the  highejl  which  our 
Frofeffion  admits  of  I  mean  of  being  a  Court 
Phyfician,  feents  naturally  to  demand  it ,  e- 
ven  at  this  Difance .  But  more  efpecially 
your  Knowledge  in  this  Affair  or  SubjeCl  2 
obliges  me  to  Jubmit  this  Practical  Efay  upon 
the  Small  Pox,  to  your  better  Judgment. 

My  former  Inclinations  to  fever  a  l  Branches 
of  Natural  Hiftory,  I  have  now  contracted  to 
that  of  Medical  Cafes ;  more  particularly  I 

A  2  continue 
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continue  to  make  Obfervations  concerning  the 
Endemial  Diltempers  of  this  Countrey  and  Cli¬ 
mate,  efpecially  of  a  certain  Anomalous  ill- 
condition  d  Autumnal  Fever,  which  fometimes 
galls  us  much .  In  the  Tear  1721,  after  a7i 
Abfence  of  about  twenty  Tears ,  the  Small  Pox 
render  d  this  large  and  populous  Town  of  Bo- 
fton,  in  New  England,  a  mere  Hofpital ;  fuch 
Opportunities  are  feldom  to  be  met  with  in 
Europe ,  and  there  being  no  likelyhood  of  fuch 
another  as  to  Numbers  and  Varieties ,  in  this 
Countrey  in  my  Time ;  I  fe eluded  my f elf 
from  all  other  Company  but  that  of  my  Pa¬ 
tients ,  during  the  Small  Pox  Illnefs,  and  com¬ 
mitted  to  Writing  for  my  own  Reminifcence 
and  private  Ufe ,  the  remarkable  Small  Pox 
Cafes* which  occurred  in  a  very  extenfive 
PraBice .  This  laft  Summer ,  after  fifteen 
Tears  Abfence ,  the  Mealies  prevailed  here , 
which  afforded  me  a  very  extraordinary  Op¬ 
portunity  of  obferving  the  Varieties  which  at¬ 
tend  that  Diflemper. 

It  is  the  Duty  of  a  Man,  in  Times  of  any 
publick  Calamity ,  to  lend  a  helping  Hand ,  as 
his  Station ,  ProfeJJion  or  Capacity  may  enable 
him:  This  induced  me  at  this  Time ,  when  the 
Small  Pox  begins  to  annoy  the  Town  again , 
to  reduce  into  fome  Method ,  the  Obfervations 
I  made  concerning  the  Small  Pox  in  Bolton 
1 7  2 1 .  with  what  other  Knowledge  I  formerly 
had  of  this  Difiemper.  Obfervations  reduced 
.  -  1  to 
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to  Method ,  and  Analogy  from  thence ,  is  all  we 
know  or  can  learn  in  any  Dijlemper .  I  have 
candidly ,  without  Referve ,  imparted  all 
that  I  know  of  this  Difeafe ,  Jo  far  as  can  be 
reduced  to  Writing  in  a  fhort  Abfradl.  I 
have  by  Choice  exprefed  J'ome  few  Things  in 
the  Words  of Jome  celebrated  P  radii  oners ,  ra¬ 
ther  than  in  my  own .  To  have  infer  ted  For¬ 
mulas  of  Medicines  would  be  trifing ;  they  are 
Jbon  conceived  where  the  Indications  and  I?i- 
tentions  are  known .  I  dejign  d  to  have  inter - 
fperjed  Hiftories  of  remarkable  Cajes ,  way 
0/"  Pradical  Illuftrations ;  but  the  Nature  of 
an  Abfratl  does  not  give  Room ,  more  efpe- 

cially  being  recent ,  mof  of  the  Subjects  alive 
in  the  Place ,  I  was  afraid  it  might  not  be  jo 
greeable ,  certainly  it  would  have  been  life - 
fuL

Concerning  the 

SMALL  POX. 

HERE  the  prima  Jlamina  Vita 
are  good ,  the  whole  Affair  of 
Health  and  long  Life  would 
confifl:  in  Lemper ance  and  mo¬ 
derate  Exercife,  were  it  not  for 
fome  malignant  acute  Difeafes  which  have 
fomething  Myfterious  in  their  Nature,  invad¬ 
ing  the  Healthy  and  Valetudinarians  indiffer¬ 
ently  :  Of  thofe  fome  are  Endemial,  peculiar 
to  Countries,  Climates,  Seafons,  and  Confti- 
tutions  of  the  Air ;  but  not  communicable  by 
Infe&ion  from  Man  to  Man:  Moll:  Coun¬ 
tries  have  at  Times  Fevers  of  this  Kind  ,  in 

this 
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this  and  the  neighbouring  Colonies,  efpecial- 
ly  in  the  Autumn  we  are  affli&ed  with  a 
certain  febris  mail  morisy  not  reducible  to 
any  Claffical  Name  of  Fevers  defcribed  by 
Authors.  It  begins,  as  all  Fevers  do,  with  Hor- 
ripulations ,  &c.  has  no  perfect  Intermiffions , 
but,  without  any  more  Horrors,  RemiJJions , 
and  Exacerbations ,  fometimes  periodical  but 
more  frequently  uncertain ,  the  Symptoms 
are  various,  being  the  moft  anomalous  Fever 
that  ever  came  to  my  Knowledge ;  the  moft 
general  Symptom  is  opprejjio  gravitativa  cir¬ 
ca  cordis  regionem ,  which  the  Patients  ex- 
prefs  by  a  Pain  at  their  Heart,  and  in  all  Fe¬ 
vers  except  the  Eruptive  is  reckoned  a  Symp¬ 
tom  mali  ominis . 

Some  malignant  Fevers ,  although  original¬ 
ly  Eitdemial  or  the  produce  of  Climates,  Sea¬ 
sons,  &c.  may*  by  InfeBion  be  fpread  at  home, 
and  in  fome  Conftitutions  of  the  Air,  may  be 
conveyed  and  difteminated  in  Countries  a- 
broad  where  they  are  not  Natives  but  Exo¬ 
ticks r,  and  therefore  cannot  thrive  fo  well  there 
as  in  their  native  Soil.  Thus  the  Plague  En- 
demial  in  the  Levant  and  Egypt ,  does  fomer 
times  get  footing  in  Europe  (I  cannot  learn 
that  it  ever  vifited  the  American  Continent;} 
it  was  in  London  from  1602,  to  1648,  every 
Year  there  died  a  few  of  it,  but  did  not 
fpread  except  in  1603,  1625  and  1636;  e- 
ver  fince  the  Year  1665  notwithftanding  a  con¬ 
tinued 
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tinned  Trade  to  the  Lrvmt,  it  has  hot  taken 
Koot  in  England. 

Th c  Small  Pox  is  a  Difeafe  of  a  more  Rn- 
gular  Nature ,  it  is  of  a  very  uncertain  Ori¬ 
ginal,  we  know  of  no  Countrey  where  it  is 
a  Native  or  Endemial,  that  is,  where  it  is 
the  Produce  of  Seafons ,  Winds,  &c.  as  is  the 
ague  in  the  Levant.  It  owes  the  Conti¬ 
nuation  of  its  Being  to  a  variolous  leaven  com¬ 
municable  in  all  Countries  and  Seafons,  but 
iome  Conftitutions  of  Years  favour  its  Pro- 
pagation  and  Mortality  more  or  lefs;  from 
London  Bills  of  Mortality  there  died  there  of 
the  Small  Pox  1702,  only  3 1 1 ;  in  the  Year 
1706  died  711 ;  m  the  Year  1719  died  3229. 
There  is  another  Circumjlance  very  fmgular 
in  its  Nature ,  that  it  never  affeffs  a  Perfon 
ofeener  than  once  ;  m  the  Plague  fome  have 
died  in  the  2d,  3d,  4th,  &c.  Seifure,  as  Dr. 
Hodges  informs  us :  It  is  therefore  an  Infec- 
non  eflentially  different  from  the  Pe/iilential 
and  cannot  be  the  Effeff  of  feme  undent  vio- 
Plague  m  Egypt ,  as  fome  Authors  furmife 
We  are  beholden  to  the  Arabians  or  Sa¬ 
racens,  not  only  for  many  Drugs  and  Medi- 
anes  zs  the  Purging  Rhubarb ,  Manna ,  Mercu¬ 
rial  Unguents,  the  Epifpajlick  U/e  of  the  Can- - 
tharides,  &c.  but  alfo  for  the  frrft  Accounts 
we  have  of  feveral  Difeafes,  as  Small  Pox 

Mea£es].  LePra  A rabum ,  Spina  Ventofa ,  Ve- 
na  Me  dim ,  or  Guinea  Wi rrm,  See.  The  Small 

B  Fox 
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Pox  was  a  Stranger  in  Medicine  until  the  Time- 
that  the  Arabians  or  Saracens  fettled  in  Egypt, 
which  was  foon  after  Mahomet's  Death.  As 
this  People  in  lefs  than  thirty  Years  did  vad- 
ly  propagate  their  Religion  and  Empire ,  fo 
they  did  the  Small  Pox  in  a  fhort  Time, 
and  might  introduce  it  into  Europe  by  Way 
of  Spain ,  where  they  fettled  powerful  Colo¬ 
nics.  The  various  Exanthemata  of  the 
Greeks ,  *  and  Puflulee  of  the  Romans ,  with 
other  Eruptive  Fevers  mentioned  by  them, 
were  no  ways  analogous  to  the  Small  Pox  a 
At  the  Diicovery  of  this  Continent  of  Ame¬ 
rica,  not  the  lead  Refemblance  of  it  was  to 
be  found. 

The  Small  Pox  is  an  Inflammatory  Fever , 
but  with  a  peculiar  Malignancy  or  Poifon; 
which  requires  the  Indications  of  Cure  to^ 
be  taken  principally  a  juvantibus  &  Iceden- 
tibus.  Inflammations,  as  purely  fuch,  require 
TJ.  S.  and  the  Body  to  be  kept  foluble  ;  but 
in  the  Small  Pox  the  Body  ought  to  be  bound ; 
and  Dr.  Sydenham  gives  us  an  Inftance  of  a 
young  Man,  who,  not  with  {landing  he  had 
fome  fhort  Time  before  Seifure  been  frequent¬ 
ly  let  Blood  for  Rheumatick  Pains,  had  the 
word  Sort  of  confluent  Small  Pox  he  ever 
did  fee.  In  fome  Families,  by  a  jus  heeredi - 
tarium ,  it  is  always  very  malignant ,  or  fatal ; 

Mrs.  A - and  her  Daughter,  Capt.  R - 's 

Wife  and  her  Child,  two  Children  of  F - - 

a  Fifh- 
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a  Fifherman,  two  Boys  at  L  —  Coufin  Ger¬ 
mans,  all  died  with  Purples  and  Haemorrha¬ 
ges,  Mr.  W - and  his  Sifter  died  in  the  in- 

oculated  Way:  To  other  Families  it  is  al¬ 
ways  favourable;  Dr.  Morton  fays,  that  he 
could  not  recoiled,  that  any  Perfon  of  his  own 
or  his  Wife’s  Family  ever  died  of  the  Small 
Pox-  We  find  by  Experience ,  that  a  con - 
fluent ,  or  a  very  full  Kind,  does  not  always 
proceed  from  a  more  intenfe  Inflammation  of 
the  Blood,  or  from  driving  by  Cordials:  Fre¬ 
quently  it  is  in  the  Nature  of  the  Perfon’s 
Confutation  to  be  fb  affected  with  the  Small 
Pox ,  having  very  little  of  a  Fever,  no  Phren- 
zy,  Coma,  or  any  other  violent  Symptom ; 
but  merely  from  a  too  profufe  Suppuration , 
to  die  of  a  tabid  Inanition ,  in  all  Stages  of 

Lite;  thus  died  J.  B  - - Efq;  an  old  Man, 

W.  H  —  Efq-,  a  middle  aged  Man,  W* 
S - ■  a  young  Lad,  M.  G  - — -  Houfe keep¬ 

er,  a  young  Woman  whofe  Eruptions  were 
too  early  after  Inoculation .  Further  we  may 
obferve,  that  any  violent  Symptom  proceed¬ 
ing  from  an  accidental  Error ,  is  not  of  that 
bad  Confequence  as  if  it  did  proceed  from 
the  Confutation  in  the  natural  Courfe  of  the 
Diftemper:  Thus  the  Purples  in  J.  C — —  at 
1 9,  were  from  violent  Exercije ,  in  running 
after  Cattle  in  the  Countrey  a  few  Days  be¬ 
fore  Seifure;  Captain  P— — \  Negro  Man  in 
a  confluent  Sort,  had  bloody  Urine ,  having 

B  z  lately 
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lately  received  a  Blow  croft  his  Loins ;  Capf. 
H  ’s  Son,  at.  5,  had  interfperfed  Vejicu - 
les  fall  of  a  (harp  blewijh  Serum ,  from  an  in- 
tenfe  hot  Regimen ;  they  could  not  have  fui> 
vived  thefe  Symptoms  if  they  had  been  con - 
Jiitutional . 

Moft  malignant  Dijiempers  have  their  Cri- 
jis  in  the  Glands;  the  Plague  in  the  Inguinal, 
Axillary,  and  Parotidal  Glands;  the  Small 
Pox  in  the  Miliary  Glands  of  the  Skin.  The 
Caujlick  acrimonious  Quality  of  the  Small 
Pox  Infection  is  evident  from  the  Pittings. 
That  this  Malignity  is  colliquative ,  appears 
by  the  profufe  Sweatings  or  Diarrhoeas  in 
lorne,  in  others  Salivation,  Swellings  of  Face, 
Extremities,  Scroti  &  Praeputii ,  Diabetical 
Projluviums ,  Purples  and  Haemorrhages .  The 
Small  Pox  feldom  arrives  to  that  Degree  of 
Malignity,  as  to  be  attended  with  fudden 
Death;  there  were  but  two  In  fiances  came  to 
my  Knowledge  here,  being  both  young  Wo¬ 
men,  and  died  before  Eruption ,  by  a  violent 
Necrofs  of  their  Spirits,  intenfe  Coma  and 
Stupor . 

The  Cure  of  a  Fever  in  the  firft  Intention 
is  by  fome  Specifick  to  extinguifii  it,  without 
allowing  it  to  come  to  a  Crifs\  becaufe  Cri - 
Jiss  are  frequently  precarious:  So  that  the 
Cure  of  the  Small  Pox ,  properly  fpeaking,  is 
lo  to  manage  the  infefting  Miafma  in  the  firft; 
Period  or  Apparatus  of  the  Difeafe,  that  it 

(hail 
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{hall  not  come  to  Eruption ,  i.  e.  Suppuration, 
with  a  tedious  Train  of  Symptoms;  thus  if  a 
Prickle  or  Splinter  is  lodged  in  the  Finger,  the 
proper  dired  Cure  is  Extraction,  whereby 
Suppuration,  Ulceration,  &c.  are  prevented. 
If  we  could  find  an  Antidote  to  deftroy  the 
Small  Pox  Infe&ion  in  Embryo ,  it  would  be 
a  genuine  Jpecifick  Cure ;  we  cannot  fay  it  is 
impoflfible,  but  hitherto  it  is  not  difcovered  to 
Mankind ;  may  it  be  the  Happinels  of  future 
Ages. 

Next  to  a  fpecifick  Cure,  would  be  a  Me¬ 
thod  to  alleviate  the  Crijis,  as  to  the  Quan¬ 
tity  and  deleterious  Nature  of  the  Inflamma¬ 
tions  and  Suppurations.  The  CircaJJian  Me¬ 
thod  of  procuring  the  Small  Pox  by  variolous 
Pus,  applied  externally  to  frefli  cutaneous  In- 
cifions,  lately  introduced  in  Great  Britain , 
and  New  England,  feems  to  bid  the  faireft 
for  this;  but  it  is  not  an  abfolute  certain  Re¬ 
medy  againfl:  a  bad  Sort.  Much  of  the  fame 
Nature  is  what  Dr.  Williams  of  Haverford - 
weft,  fays,  has  been  an  immemorial  Cuftom  in 
fome  Parts  of  IV ales,  called, ,  buying  of  the 
Small  Pox :  The  Perfon  procures  a  few  frefh 
Pocky  Scabs,  and  holds  them  in  the  Hollow 
of  the  Hand  a  confiderable  Time;  about  ten 
or  twelve  Days  thereafter  the  Perfon  fickens, 
&c.  An  old  Midwife,  Jane  Jones,  aged  fe- 
venty,  told  him,  that  fhe  knew  it  pra&ifed 
at  Times  above  fifty  Years,  and  knows  but 

one 
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one  dying  of  the  Diftemper  fo  communicated. 
Confidering  the  Cafes  of  feveral  of  my  Pa¬ 
tients  who  had  at  the  Time  IJfues ,  I  was  very 
inclinable  to  think,  that  by  their  Vent  they 
did  contribute  towards  alleviating  the  Diftem- 
per,  particularly  in  Children  abounding  with 
grofs  Humours ,  or  Feculendes.  Mercurialh 
fays,  that  he  obferved  few  to  die  of  the  Plague 
who  had  iffues  running. 

What  is  commonly  called,  the  Cure  of  the 
Small  Pox  at  prefent,  is  only  from  the  Ex¬ 
perience  of  the  juvantia  &  Icedentia ,  to  pre¬ 
vent,  alleviate,  or  remove  the  various  difturb- 
ing  Symptoms  in  the  feveral  Periods  of  this 
Difeafe.  Formerly  Pra&itioners  were  zealoufly 
bigotced,  fome  to  a  cool  Regimen ,  others  to  a 
hot  Method ,  reckoning  the  oppohte  Pratt1  ce  of 
pernicious  Confequence.  That  the  Patient 
ought  to  be  kept  in  a  moderate  natural  Tem¬ 
per  as  near  as  can  be,  we  learn  from  Expe¬ 
rience.  We  find  that  Nature  performs  her 
Office  be  ft  in  a  moderate  Seafon$  Heat  diffi- 
pates,  and  Cold  deprefles  the  Spirits  too 
much. 

For  the  cool  Regimen,  •  Dr.  Sydenham ,  ever 
to  be  celebrated  for  his  Diligence  in  obferving, 
and  Candor  in  communicating,  was  a  great 
Stickler,  efpecially  in  the  former  Years  of  his 
Practice ,  and  has  been  much  blamed  .  on 
that  Head;  but  after  more  Years  Experience, 
he  was  not  fo  rigorous  in  this  Method ;  and 
4  fays, 
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fays,  that  after  the  Eruption  compleated '  the 
Patient  ought  to  be  kept  a-bed,  not  fa 
much  as  to  expofe  an  Arm  or  Hand,  that  by 
the  agreeable  and  mild  Heat  of  the  Bed,  the 
Plumpnefs  of  the  Puflules  may  be  kept  up,  as 
alfo  the  Swellings  of  Face  or  Hands.  He  com 
fidered  it  chiefly  as  an  Inf  animator yDiJeafe,  and 
he  fuppofed  the  Confluent ,  and  other  bad  Kinds* 
proceeded  from  the  Fever  aflimulating  and  ex¬ 
pelling  of  too  much  variolous  Matter.  I  never 
obferved  any  Benefit,  but  frequently  Hurt,  by 
expofing  the  Patients  to  the  Air  colder  than 
the  natural  Temper  of  the  Body  required.  I  re¬ 
member  feme  Cafes,  wherein  the  Eruption 
being  expojed  to  the  Cold ,  it  was  check  d  for 
fome  Time ;  but  foon  after  followed  a  flecond 
Crop  generally  mortal.  We  find  by  Expe¬ 
rience,  that  Intermitting  Fevers ,  and  fuch 
continued  ones  as  are  allied  to  them,  are  pro - 
trailed  by  a  cold  Regimen.  In  other  Dif~ 
eafes  we  may  obferve,  that  Coolers  fo  retard 
the  Circulation,,  that  there  may  arife  a  Sort  of 
Ferment  from  Stagnation;  and  inftead  of  al¬ 
laying  Heat,  may  change  a  flmple  Inflamma¬ 
tory  Fever ,  difpofed  to  a  Diaphorefis ,  into  a 
putrid  and  malignant  one.  In  the  Small  Pox 
the  more  perfpirable  the  Body,  (I  do  not  mean 
Sweating,  which  is  a  Coiliq nation)  the  bet¬ 
ter;  thus  we  find,  the  Face,  Neck,  Arms  and 
Hands,  being  continually  expofed  to  the  Air, 
are  indurated \  and  fuffer  moft  from  the  Small 

Pox „ 
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Pox.  Extreme  cold  Weather  is  bad  in  all  jE- 
ruptive  Fevers:  In  1713,  the  Meafles  raged 
here  in  the  Winter ,  and  there  died  about  1 yo 
Perfons ;  in  1729,  it  prevailed  in  the  Summer , 
and  there  died  only  about  xy. 

In  the  Hot  Regimen ,  Dr.  Morton  and  o- 
thers  alledge,  that  fome  Part  of  the  Virulency 
remaining  not  protruded  to  the  Surface  of  the 
Body,  was  the  Reafon  of  the  LuBa,  and  Fe¬ 
ver,  and  other  Symptoms  ftill  continuing; 
and  that  this  Languor  of  Nature  protraBs 
the  Periods  of  Maturation  and  Defquamma- 
tion  to  many  Days ;  and  therefore,  the  more 
malignant,  the  more  generous  Alexiphar - 
micks  are  by  them  adminiftered ;  thus  by  a  hot 
Method ,  they  inadvertently  confpire  with  a  moft 
inflammatory  Diftemper  to  kill  the  Patient. 
The  formerly  received  Notion  of  Alexiphar - 
micks  being  Antidotes  to  Malignity,  has  by  a 
dangerous  vulgar  Error,  in  violent  inflamma¬ 
tory  Cafes ,  fent  many  prematurely  to  their 
cold  Graves.  I  obferved  in  the  moft  malig¬ 
nant  Small  Pox  with  Purples  and  Haemorrha¬ 
ges,  they  immediately  and  moft  notorioufly 
multiplied  thefe  Symptoms,  and  (bon  procu¬ 
red  an  Exit.  E.  G  — —  at.  18,  by  generous 
Alexipharmicks ,  had  his  Purples  multiplied 
to  Millions,  with  inflated  purplifli  Eyelids,  and 
bloody  fetid  Stools,  expired  foony  before  the 

Eruption  was  compleat.  Capt.  B - *s  Child, 

at.  8,  having  Purples,  by  this  Method,  the 
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blood  was  forced  thro ’  Pores  of  the  Skin 

under  the  Nofe,  on  the  Lips,  and  Corners  of  the 
Eyes;  with  many  others  I  could  mention* 
Cordial  Spirits  and  Volatiles  in  all  Fevers 
pii ill  Nature  precipitately  to  a  Crifis ,  and  be¬ 
sides  other  Inconveniencies,  their  natural  Ten¬ 
dency  being  to  the  Brain  ,  they  foliate  a- 
long  with  themfelves  the  Violence  of  the 
Difeafe,  occafioning  Pbrenzies ,  Deliria's ,  Co - 
mas ,  8ec. 

It  wrould  be  tedious  to  inferc  here  the  ge - 
Methods  of  Cure  which  have  been  ufed 
by  the  moil  celebrated  Praditioners.  Dr.  Sy * 
denham ,  by  a  cool  Regimen,  by  acidulating 
all  their  Drinks  with  Sp.  Vitriol,  which  he 
calls  a  Specifick  in  this  Diftemper,  and  by 
Paragoricks  at  Night,  managed  his  Patients. 
Dr.  Pitcairn  lets  Blood  where  there  is  much 
of  a  Fever,  and  repeats  it  even  after  Eruption, 
if  the  Fever  continues;  if  the  Puftules  fubfide 
too  early,  he  lets  Blood  and  bliflers;  he  gives 
any  Ample  Water  in  which  Sheeps  Dung  is 
infufed  cold,  and  for  common  Drink,  Barley 
Water  and  Watergruelt  In  the  confluent 
Kind,  towards  the  End,  he  opals  the  Body. 
Dr.  Morton  drives  all  before  him  with  his  A- 
lexipharmicks  or  hot  Method.  Dr.  Freind 
has  very  much  .obliged  the  World  by  re¬ 
commending  early  Purging  in  the  Declenflon 
in  feyeral  Cafes. 
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That  I  may  be  the  more  diftindly  under- 
flood,  I  (hall  reduce  my  Subject  under  the 
following  Heads. 

i.  The  Small  Pox  complexly  conjidered . 

z.  Preparatories  tending  towards  the  more 
kindly  Reception  of  this  Diflemper . 

3.  The  Apparatus,  or  firft  Fever  preceding 
the  Crifts. 

4.  The  Eruption,  or  ejflorefcence. 

5.  The  Maturation,  or  Suppuration  of  the 

Declenfion,  or  Defquammation ,  or 
Scabbing  thereof 

7.  Relicks,  and  Confequential  Ails. 

Small  Pox  Complexly  confdered . 

In  the  accidental  Contagion ,  from  Infection 
received  to  Sickening,  are  eighteen  to  twenty 
one  Days ;  from  Observations  which  I  made  in 
feveral  Families;  and  as  to  the  Town  in  ge¬ 
neral,  we  may  recoiled,  that  about  the  Mid¬ 
dle  of  June  1711,  Eruptions  appearing  in 
many  Houfes,  the  Watches  which  had  been 
appointed  to  prevent  its  Spreading,  were  di& 
continued;  in  the  next  Parcel  of  Decum- 
bents,  the  Eruptions  appeared  about  the  7th 
and  8th  ot  July-,  and  in  the  End  of  cfulyx 
and  Beginning  of  Auguft  it  fpread  much. 

The 


Pufiules , 
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The  Change  and  Full  of  the  Moon  may  more 
or  lefs  difpofe  Bodies  to  receive  the  Intention ; 
but  Sickening  and  Eruptions  do  happen  in  all 
Times  of  the  Moon :  In  Southerly  clofe  Wea¬ 
ther  the  Infedion  is  mofi:  fufceptible.  In  the 
Small  Pox  received  by  Incifion  the  Patient 
fickens  the  fifth,  fixth,  or  feventh  Day,  and 
after  one,  two,  three,  or  fometimes  four  Days, 
the  Eruptions  begin. 

There  are  vaft  Varieties  of  the  genuine 
Small  Pox;  but  in  general,  the  fooner  the  fe- 
veral  Stadia  are  accomplished,  the  more  be¬ 
nign  ;  and  molt  frequently,  the  Danger  is  in 
Proportion*  to  the  Number  of  the  Puf  tiles: 
There  are  feme  Exceptions  where  a  diftind 
Sort  has  been  very  malignant,  and  even  at¬ 
tended  with  Purples,  Mr.  F - ’s  Indian  Pe¬ 

ter,  Sec.  From  the  Quantity  and  Nature  of 
the  Puf  tiles  dn  the  Face  we  generally  judge  of 
the  more  or  lefs  Violence  of  the  Di (temper. 
H.P  —  cat.  13,  Face  and  Extremities  con¬ 
fluent,  but  Scarce  any  Puflules  in  the  Trunk 
of  her  Body;  She  died  nth  from  Eruption. 

To  form  a  general  Idea  of  the  Difemper ,  we 
mu  ft  take  the  dif  inB  plump  Knid  as  a  Stand¬ 
ard.  It  may  be  in  Scribed  thus;  begins  with  the 
common  Symptoms  of  a  Fever,  but  more  par¬ 
ticularly  is  attended  with  Pain  in  the  Head, 
Back  and  Loins ,  and  about  the  Region  of  the 
Stomack ,  weeping  Eyes ,  fore  Throat ,  Vomi¬ 
tings ,  Dofednefs ,  Startings ,  and  in  Children 
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fane  times  Convulfions :  \ The  End  of  the  third , 
or  Beginning  of  the  fourth  Day ,  the  Small 
Pox  Pufules  begin  to  appear  difinB ;■ 
fifth  they  grew  round  and  enlarge  their  Bafes 
of  a  lively  red ,  the  fixth  Day  they  come  to  a 
Pointy  the  feventh  the  Points  or  Apices  turn 
white ,  the  eighth  they  turn  yellow ,  the  ninth 
they  are  full  of  laudable  digefed  Pus *  the 
tenth  they  begin  to  cruf  or  fcab ,  ^  twelfth 
they  are  dry  Scabs ,  Appetite  returned . 

We  may  comprehend  all  the  Varieties  of 
Small  Pox  under  thefe.  i.  ^  difinB  dry  Sort , 
being  the  mod  favourable  of  all ;  yet  fome- 
times  with  confiderable  Apparatus  Symptoms ; 
they  are  few,  not  large,  Bafes  fcarce  inflamed, 
fmall  Digeftion,  being  hard  with  a  little  white 
Point ;  fifth  or  fixth  Day  from  Eruption  they 
begin  to  dry  away,  and  gradually  vanifh,  leav¬ 
ing  only  a  Freckle  behind  them,  but  no  Red- 
ncfs ;  I  have  feen  Indians  with  this  Kind.  2. 
A  difinB  plump  Kind ,  already  deferibed  as 
the  Standard.  3.  B'he  Coherent ,  or  fmall  fre¬ 
quent  Sort ;  they  are  not  exaftly  round,  point¬ 
ed  and  vivid,  but  feffile  and  depreffed ;  the 
Symptoms  do  not  intirely  ccafe  upon  Erup¬ 
tion,  but  after  forne  Time  they  intermit  until 
the  Stadium  of  Maturation;  then  arifes  a  Fe¬ 
ver,  &c,  4.  The  Confuent ;  they  appear  fooner 
than  the  fourth  Day,  or  are  retarded  by  the 
violent  Symptom  later;  their  fir  ft  Appearance 
is  frequently  Eryjipelas  like,  and  at  laft  appear 

of 
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of  an  Afh-coloured  Cruft  or  white  Skin,  &c. 
6.  To  thefe  add  the  Small  Pox  with  interfperfed 
Petechia  brown  or  red,  with  Vejicula  milia- 
res ,  or  fmall  Blifters  full  of  a  limpid  or  blu- 
ifli  Serum,  and  with  purple  Spots  from  the 
black  to  the  more  diluted  Purples,  and  Hae¬ 
morrhages,  which  are  more  mortal  than  the 
Plague  itfelf. 

Some  general  Directions  for  the  Regime n 
in  the  Courfe  of  the  Small  Pox. 

i.  Let  not  Numbers  be  pent  up  in  one 
Room ,  which  can  icarce  contain  Air  enough 
for  the  Maintenance  of  Health  in  one  Angle 
Perfon,  efpecially  if  kept  from  Communica¬ 
tion  with  the  free  external  Air;  for  the  Spring 
of  the  infpired  Air  is  the  continued  Caufe  of 
the  Circulation  in  our  Bodies.  2.  Where  the 
Dejign  of  Nature  is  obvious ,  and  her  Inten¬ 
tions  right ,  we  ought  not  to  difurb  Nature  by 
Medicines.  3.  In  this  or  any  other  acute  Di- 
ftemper,  Nature  or  the  Spirits  ought  not  to 
be  difurb' d  by  Noife  or  Confabulation .  4. 
Where  Medicines  are  required,  we  are  not  to 
infifl  on  any  Medicine  that  continues  to  be  dif 
agreeable  to  the  Stomach.  5.  In  this  Diftem- 
per  any  violent  Symptom  appearing  mufl  be 
immediately  obviated ;  Delays  here  are  dan¬ 
gerous  :  But  we  are  to  exped  m  this  as  in  moft 
other  acute  Diftempers,  that  the  Symptoms 
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fhould  have  a  Sore  of  Exacerbation  towards 
Night.  6.  Let  not  your  Mixtures  be  too  much 
compounded ,  that  you  may  be  more  certain  of 
the  Effeds  of  the  feveral  Ingredients,  7.  the 
Belly  is  not  to  be  kept  foluble.  It  is  obferv’d 
by  every  Body,  that  in  the  Small  Pox  (Dr. 
Freind's  Cafes  exceptedj  Opening  of  the  Bo¬ 
dy  by  Catharticks,  however  mild,  confounds 
the  Courfe  of  Nature,  and  gives  the  Small 
Pox  Fever  a  Determination  to  the  Bowels  of 
bad  Confequence :  The  Body  fometimes  bound 
up  for  two  Weeks,  without  any  Inconve- 
niency  except  the  Pain  of  a  labouring  Stool  at 
laft,  (hews  that  this  Diftemper  does  not  al¬ 
low  of  Nature’s  being  difturb’d  in  her  Of¬ 
fice:  If  there  happens  in  any  of  the  Stadiums 
any  undue  Evacuation  or  Colliquation,  ufe 
moderate  Aftringents,  Opiats,  and  mild  Cor¬ 
dials.  8.  Avoid  Grief,  Study ,  intenfe  think¬ 
ing,  and  the  like ;  they  hinder  Perfpiration, 
and  all  other  Tendencies  to  the  Surface  or  ad 
extra  of  the  Body. 

In  the  malignant  Kinds,  a  Fever  accompa¬ 
nies  all  the  Stadia ;  the  Ab fence  or  Prefence 
of  the  Fever  in  the  three  la  ft  Stadia ,  Deliria , 
Vigilice ,  Stupor  profundus ,  Subfultus  tendinum , 
are  always  principal  Indications  of  Safety  or 
Danger.  In  this,  as  in  all  acute  Difeales,  we 
ought  to  obferve  the  Patient's  Pulfe ,  tongue , 
Urine ,  Breathing ,  as  alfo  the  Eyes,  Temper 
of  the  Skin,  and  Pollute  of  lying.  The  bed 

1  Pulfe 
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Pulfe  is  the  ftrong,  full,  equal,  and  flow;  the 
nearer  it  approaches  thefe  the  better.  Becaufe 
of  the  Continuation  of  the  Membrane  which 
inverts  the  Pongue ,  with  that  of  the  Stomach 
and  Inteftines,  Phyficians  judge  of  the  inward 
Temper  of  the  Body  by  the  Afpeft  of  the 
T 'ongue.  In  all  Eruptive  Fevers,  the  Urine 
fettles  from  the  Beginning ;  Urine  pretty  high 
coloured  with  Contents  is  be rt ;  thin,  clear 
and  pale  is  bad;  where  Sufpenfions  follow  a 
laudable  Sediment  Nature  is  in  Danger;  large 
Quantity  of  Urine ,  efpecially  if  without  any 
confiderable  Thirft,  is  always  a  good  Sym¬ 
ptom.  Refpiration  is  moft  to  be  attended  to 
of  all  Symptoms;  juft  upon  the  Crijis  it  may 
be  m agna  &  celeris ,  and  yet  falutary. 

Dr.  Sydenham  is  much  extolled  for  introdu¬ 
cing  Opiats  into  the  Management  of  this  Di¬ 
rt  em  per.  Dr,  Morton  fays,  without  the  Ufe 
of  Laudanum  not  much  is  to  be  done  in  the 
Cure  ot  the  Small  Pox .  It  is  certain  that 
Inquietudes,  Watchings,  Deliria  and  the  like, 
fo  exhauft  the  Spirits  in  this  Diftempcr,  that 
they  make  the  Ufe  of  Anodynes  unavoidable. 
Opiats  relax  the  Skin,  and  give  a  proper  De¬ 
termination  ad  extra  ;  Laudanum  in  that  Sore 
of  Small  Pox  which  is  accompanied  with  a 
Salivation,  concofts  the  Spittle,  and  pro¬ 
motes  the  Swelling  of  the  Face  and  Hands. 
Difcretion  however  is  required  in  their  Ufe.; 
for  where  the  Blood  is  languid,  they  leave 

the 
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the  Patient  mote  languid  and  faint,  Tongues 
drier,  Pulfe  weaker,  ?gravitative  Headaches, 
and  the  like:  The  indifferent  Ufe  of  Narco¬ 
ticks  fix  the  feculent  Humours,  and  occafion 
Fittings  and  Scars.  The  Tefiacea  ought  to 
fupply  the  Place  of  Opiats  in  Children;  for 
they  moderate  the  inordinate  Commotion  of 
the  Blood  more  kindly  and  falutarily. 

Veficatories  by  their  Stimulus  increafe  the 
Ofcillation  of  all  the  Fibres,  and  (queeze  out 
the  impacted  Contents.  In  Comatofe  Cafes 
the  mod  generous  Alexipbarmicks  without 
Veficatories ,  do  not  roufe  the  Spirits.  Epif- 
paficks ,  by  their  Stimulus ,  not  only  attenuate 
and  derive  the  Humour  to  the  Parts,  but  al- 
fo  difeharge  them:  Tranflations  of  morbid 
Matter  from  one  Part  to  another,  is  fometimes 
of  the  greateft  Service,  efpecially  where  it  has 
a  Difeharge:  All  critical  Evacuations  are  of 
this  Nature.  When  Symptons  threaten  the 
Brain ,  Veficatories  are  of  excellent  Ufe,  not 
neglecting  fiuppedanea  irritantia ,  live  Ani- 
mals ,  and  the  like,  to  the  Soles  of  the  Feet. 

Let  the  Patient  drink  plentifully  of  dilu¬ 
ting  Liquors ;  for  there  is  fbmething  Caujlick 
and  acrimonious  in  the  Infeftion,  Herb  Teas 
much  ufed  in  this  Countrey,  I  cannot  re¬ 
commend;  they  feem  to  wafli  away  that  fofc 
mellow  Moifture  of  the  Mouth  and  Throat, 
and  do  frequently  rather  occafion  than  alle¬ 
viate  Third: :  The  more  mellow  Diluents  I  al¬ 
ways 
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ways  found  to  anfwer  better,  as  Barley  Water* y 
thin  Water  Gruel ,  Sack  Whey ,  V m .  Canarin . 

medias  coB.  as  the  Patient’s  Temper,  and 
Condition  may  require.  After  Eruption  -in 
all  their  Drinks  and  Medicinal  Mixtures  give 
Sp.  Vitriol  Sp.  Sulph.  per  camp .  Sp.  Nitr.  d. 
they  keep  the  great  Effervefcence  of  the 
Blood  under,  and  as  Sydenham  (ays  of  the  Sp . 
Vitriol  are  a  Sort  of  Specifick  againft  the  va¬ 
riolous  Putrefaction  or  Feculency,  ftiorten  the 
Stadiums ,  prevent  Pitting,  and  arc  a  Sucre - 
daneum  to  K  5. 

r 

As  for  Prefer  vat  Ives  againft;  the  Small  Pox 
Infection,  we  know  of  none  really  (iich,  ex¬ 
cepting  Flying  from  the  Place  °where  it  ra¬ 
ges.  Some  Conftitutions,  and  in  fome  Sea- 
fons  or  Times,  are  more  or  lefi  fufceptible  of 
it.  Towards  Prevention  may  conduce,  the 
keeping  the  Mind  chearful ,  and  the  Body 
healthful  When  the  VefTels  are  impregna¬ 
ted  with,  rich  Food,  and  generous  Liquors  (I 
do  not  extend  this  to  Crapula  and  Ebriefy , 
which  are  Violence  done  to  Nature)  we  are 
lefs  liable  to  receive  the  Injuries  of  the  cir- 
cumabient  Air,  as  in  catching  cold,  Epidemi¬ 
cal  contagious  Diflempers,  &c.  becaufe  the 
Excretories  of  Perfpiration  are  full,  and  in  a 
State  of  emptying,  not  imbibing-,  thus  the 
Poor  fuffer  moft  in  Tunes  of  a  Plague. 
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i.  The  bePt  Preparative  for  the  Small 
Pox ,  is  to  keep  the  Mind  as  chearfui ,  and 
the  Body  as  healthful  as  we  can.  2.  Proper 
Evacuations ,  U.  S.  in  the  Plethorick,  vigorous, 
and  youthful,  and  in  thofe,  who  have  accuftom- 
ed  themfelves  to  Z7.  S.  Sydenham's  young  Man 
who  had  been  frequently  blooded  for  Rheu- 
matick  Pains,  was  too  much  lowered ;  Pur - 
ging  in  grofs  full  Habits,  but  the  Catharticks 
ought  to  be  given  fome  confiderablc  Time 
before  the  Infection  is  received,  left  they  (hould 
weaken  and  diffipate  the  Spirits  too  much. 
3.  I  found  gentle  Mercurials ,  as  is  /Et  hi  op's 
Mineral ,  procured  frequently  a  favourable 
Small  Pox  in  Children.  4.  I  flues ,  efpecially 
in  Children,  by  their  Vent  and  Derivation 
are  found  beneficial. 

Avoid  violent  Exercife  when  Small  Pox 
is  expefted.  J.  C — ■ —  from  thence  had  a  few 
Purples,  and  narrowly  efcaped.  The  Patient 
ought  not  to  be  kept  too  low  in  his  Diet,  left 
the  Eruption  fkould  not  proceed  fo  well.  All 
Fevers  when  not  diftra&ed  by  Anxiety  per¬ 
form  their  Courfe  heft;  this  is  reckoned  one 
of  the  Reafons  why  the  Small  Pox  is  molt 
favourable  to  Children. 
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Of  all  Diftempers  this  efpecially  requires 
Advice  in  the  Apparatus ,  becaufe  on  this  de¬ 
pend  all  the  other  Stadia ,  altho5  it  is  too 
common  not  to  fend  for  Advice  until  the  E- 
ruption.  Unlefs  you  fee  fome  Exanthemata 
prcenuncia ,  or  Fore-runners  of  the  Small  Pox 
(efpecially  when  ’  the  Small  Pox  firft  enters  a 
Town)  which  fometimes  appear  the  firft  Day 
of  Seifure,  be  cautious  how  you  fore  tel  the 
Small  Pox  before  Eruption;  frequently  in 
the  Beginning  the  Feveriili  Symptoms  are 
fo  general,  that  we  cannot  fay  the  Small  Pox 
are  to  follow,  but  by  Conjefture,  from  the 
Decumbent’s  having  never  had  them  ,  and 
that  he  has  lately  been  expo  fed  to  the  Infe¬ 
ction.  In  the  Beginning  of  any  Fever,  v\  g\ 
of  a  Pleuritick  Fever ,  we  cannot  pofitively 
fay  it  is  Pleuritick ,  before  we  obferve  the  De¬ 
termination  to  the  Pleura. 

Seeing  there  are  fiuch  very  different  Va¬ 
rieties,  and  fometimes  contrary  Indications  in 
the  following  Stages,  in  fome  the  Spirits  to  be 
lowered,  in  others  the  Spirits  to  be  railed, 
&c.  Flow  Empirically  do  they  aft  (the  Care 
of  a  difcreet  Nurfe  only  is  much  mote  fafe) 
who  in  the  firft  Stage,  or  Apparatus ,  indif¬ 
ferently  tread  the  fame  Path,  Blood-letting, 
or  Alcxipharmicks,  or  Erne  ticks,  or  Opiats, 
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&c.  to  all?  We  ought  not ,  by  Alexiphar- 
mieks ,  to  fet  Nature  in  a  more  violent  Flame 
and  Rage;  neither  are  we  by  V.  S.  and  o- 
ther  Evacuations ,  to  deprefs'  the  Spirits ;  but 
we  ought  to  fliidy  Nature ,  and  when  all  Teems 
to  be  in  a  regular  Courfe,  tending  to  its  pro¬ 
per  Periods  in  due  Time,  we  are  not  to  di- 
fturb  Nature  with  Medicines,  but  direct  to  a 
fuitable  Regimen,  and  a  natural  Temperature, 
with  a  thin  and  (pare  Diet.  ’ 

This  Apparatus ,  orjirjl  Fever ,  is  attended 
with  Tome  or  all  of  the  following  Symptoms 
of  Fevers  in  general,  Chiilinefs,  Shiverings, 
Horripulations,  Yawning,  Stretching,  Giddi- 
nefs ;  then  Heat,  Third,  with  Tongue  foul 
or  dry ;  Pulfe  ftronger,  quicker,  unequal ;  a 
deficient  Spittle,  Lofs  of  Appetite,  Naufea  and 
Vomiting;  Pains  in  the  Head,  Back,  and 
Loins;  Inquietudes,  or  Comatous  Afledions: 
Befides  thefe,  in  Eruptive  Fevers,  particularly 
in  the  Small  Poxy  there  is  a  certain  Oppref- 
jion  circa  cordis  regionem ,  Sneezings ,  Coughs y 
AfthmatickBreathi'ngsyHoarjhiefsy  jbre  Fhroat , 
Weeping,  or  Splendor  of  the  Eyes ,  Dofednefsy 
and  foretimes  in  Children  Convulfions . 

In  Eruptive  Fevers  (in  other  Fevers  fuch 
Symptoms  only  happen  towards  -their  fata! 
End)@  the  Apparatus ,  Symptoms  are  moftly 
nervoji  generis,  viz.  Opprejjion  at  the  Breaf 
AJihmatick  Breathings ,  Vomitings ,  Deliriay 
Comas ,  Lumbagosy  tendinum  Subfultus,  InfuU 
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tus  Epileptici  in  Children.  Notwithftanding 
this  difmal  Catalogue  of  Symptoms,  in  fome 
Conftitutions  the  Confiid  between  Nature 
and  the  Diftemper.is  with  fo  little  Violence, 
as  not  to  be  fenfible  before  the  Eruption 
point  it  out;  in  others  very  few  of  thefe 
Symptoms  are  fenfible.  In  fome  Conftitutions 
with  very  malignant  Kinds ,  the  Symptoms 
are  mild;  the  Necrojts  being  fo  very  intenfe. 
Nature  is  fo  opprefted  from  the  Beginning  as 
not  to  be  capable  of  any  Laffia  or  Struggle 
with  the  Diftemper,  as  was  the  Cafe  of  ma¬ 
ny  who  died  with  Purples  and  Haemorrhages. 
In  fome  Conftitutions,  violent  Symptoms  in 
the  Beginning  are  not  always  followed  by  a 
bad  Kind,  providing  that  Weaknefs  of  the 
Pulfe,  and  a  languid  Eruption  do  not  concur. 
Mrs.  F —  began  with  a  ft  tangled  tu  mined 
Countenance ,  a  Diarrhoea  and  Profaivium , 
threatening  Purples;  (he  had  a  diftinft  Kind, 
and  did  well  Several  Children  had  violent 
Convulsions,  but  a  favourable  Kind  of  Small 
Pox  foon  appeared. 

Prognojlicks .  From  the  Intenfeneft  and 
Continuance  of  the  Horripulation ,  we  judge 
of  the  Hazard  in  all  Fevers ;  in  fome  rare  Ca¬ 
fes,  the  Necrojis  is  fo  Peftilence  like,  that  this 
Symptom  does  not  happen.  A  Bar  croft  the 
Cheft  (as  they  exprefs  it)  with  involuntary 
Sighings,  Anxiety,  Dejechon  of  Spirits  and 
Defpondency,  great  Complaints  of  the  Throat, 
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violent  fixed  Spafmodick  Pains,  in  Back,  Sides, 
Loins,  Bowels,  &c.  are  bad  Symptoms-,  and 
according  to  their  Intenfenefs  generally  (peak- 
ins:,  the  more  violent  Small  Pox  docs  follow. 
Dolor  verfatihs  of  Sides,  Limbs,  &c.  are  not 
lo  bad.  A  fir  angled  boufy  Countenance,  with 
a  Diarrhcea,  trequently  prognofticate  Purples 
and  Haemorrhages.  A  dry  Tongue ,  quick 
but  weak  vacillating  Pulle,  Urine  clean,  thin 
and  pale,  intenfe  Coma  are  bad  Signs.  Voiding 
of  Urine  involuntary,  or  infcious  (where  there 
is  no  other  violent  Symptom)  in  the  Appara¬ 
tus ,  is  no  bad  Symptom.  H.  P - -  at.  18, 

M.  R - at.  i  j,  had  favourable  Small  Pox . 

Notwith/landi?2g  the  Violence  of  other  Symp¬ 
toms,  it  there  be  a  true  feverifn  Heat,  a  ftrong 
and  equal  Pulfe,  LTrine  high  coloured,  with 
Contents,  they  indicate  well  the  Strength  of 
Nature. 

Where  the  Symptoms  are  any  Ways  con- 
fiderable,  let  the  Patient  immediately  upon 
Seizure  be  put  to  Bed ,  but  not  with  too  ma¬ 
ny  Cloaths.  The  Temper  is  not  to  be  low¬ 
ered  too  much  by  catching  Cold,  V.  S.  or 
any  unneceflary  Evacuation,  fo  as  to  produce 
a  late,  imperfect,  unequal,  or  fecond  Crop, 
which  are  of  bad  Confequence;  neither  ought 
it.  to  be  raifed  by  Cordials,  and  a  hot  Regi¬ 
men,  to  drive  the  Humours  into  a  Separation 
more  than  was  defign’d  by  Nature,  i.  e.  a 
confluent,  or  very  full  Kind;  as  we  ate  not 
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to  exped  a  kind  Sort  of  Small  Pox  until  the 
fourth  Day,  why  fhould  we  endeavour  to 
drive  them  Sooner?  The  Blood  may  be  thus 
fo  harraffed  as  not  to  allow  of  any  regular 
Separation,  but  occafion  an  Eryfipelas  like, 
or  very  unequal,  or  tardive  Sort,  which  are 
the  word  Kinds.  Emollient  Cataplafms ,  es¬ 
pecially  in  Children,  to  the  Feet,  have  been 
obferved  mamfeftly  to  alleviate  the  Symptoms, 
and  Sometimes  to  folicite  the  variolous  Mat¬ 
ter  more  plentifully  that  Way,  to  the  Relief 
of  the  other  Farts. 

Blood  letting  in  the  Beginning,  without  any 
Exception,  would  be  always  ufeful,  if  the 
Small  Pox  were  a  Simple  inflammatory  Cafe, 
and  not  complicated  with  fome  deleterious 
Miafma ,  which  requires  Strength  of  Nature 
to  Sub  Sift  under.  Where  there  is  a  Plethora , 
V.  S.  is  requifite  to  eafe  Nature  of  its  Load, 
that  it  may  the  better  perform  its  Office.  In 
Athletick  Habits,  Wine-bibbers,  thofe  accu- 
ftomed  to  V.  S.  it  is  advifable,  to  prevent  a 
too  great  Affimulation  of  variolous  Matter.  In 
violent  Vomitings ,  violent  fpafmodick  Pains  of 
any  Kind,  mtenfc  Coma,  or  Convulfions 
threatening  fome  Apopledic  Symptom,  espe¬ 
cially  if  the  Pulfe  be  ftrong,  V.  S.  is  neceffa- 
ry,  .and  afterwards  an  Emetick  (in  fome  Ca¬ 
fes  Anodynes)  Veftcatories,  a  cool  Regimen, 
and  plentifully  to  dilute.  Excepting  in  thefey 
and  the  like  Cafes,  V .  S.  difturbs  the  Courfe 
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of  Nature,  and  a  good  Succedaneuni  for  it  is, 
a  cool  Method  and  Regimen,  In  all  Depref- 
fions>  and  Obferudions,  if  V.  S .  does  not  re¬ 
lieve,  it  confirms  them,  by  leflening  the  Force 
of  Circulation. 

Vomiturition  in  the  Apparatus  is  from  the 
Scene  being  in  the  nervous  Sydem ;  mod  Af- 
fedions  of  the  Nerves,  v.  g.  Hyfterical  and 
Hypocondriacal  Paroxyfms ,  Concuffions  of 
the  Brain,  Nephritick  Pains,  &c<  occafion 
Vomiting ;  fo  that  reaching  to  vomit  does  not 
always  fignify  a  foul  Stomach.  This  Symp¬ 
tom  ought  to  be  left  to  itfelf  unlefs  there 
be  Sufpicion  of  a  foul  Stomach,  then  an  Erne- 
tick  is  of  ufe  to  clean  the  Stomach,  and  pre¬ 
vent  Feculencies  being  carried  into  the  Blood 
already  morbid :  In  forne,  Cafes,  by  a  univer- 
fal  Horripulation  and  Concufiion,  Vomiting 
conduces  to  render  the  Circulation  more  free. 
Let  your  Erneticks  be  gentle,  not  violent,  left 
they  may  diffipate  and  put  the  Oeconomy  of 
the  Spirits  in  too  great  a  Hurry,  and  fo  di¬ 
vert  the  Eruption.  My  Emetick  was  gene¬ 
rally  Sal.  Vitriol,  which  occafions  no  great 
Diffipation  of  Spirits,  it  is  eafily  kept  within 
Bounds,  by  its  Aftringency  it  ftrengthens  the 
Stomach ;  is  not  to  be  forced  downwards  by 
too  large  Quantities  of  Brink,  but  rather  re¬ 
peat  fmall  Dofes  of  the  Salt. 

Where  the  Symptoms  threaten  the  'Brain , 
apply  Veficatories.  We  are  to  take  Notice 
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that  a  Stupor  is  peculiar  to  this  Diftemper, 
and  is  not  of  bad  Confequence,  unlefs  it  turns 
to  an  intenfe  Coma .  In  Childrens  Convul- 
fions  and  Comatoes  Affeftions  preceding  E- 
ruption,  if  violent,  don’t  glyfter,  nor  con¬ 
found  Nature  by  Evacuations,  but  blifter  and 
give  moderate  Cordials.  Vigilice  and  Deliria 
are  in  this  Diftemper  worfe  Symptoms,  be- 
caufe  they  wade  and  confound  the  Spirits; 
when  the  Pulfe  is  ftrong,  V.  S.  and  Veficato- 
ries  are  good,  but  efpecially  Opiats  (Syden¬ 
ham  will  ever  be  celebrated  for  his  introdu¬ 
cing  Opiats  in  the  Cure  of  this  Diftemper) 
are  eftentially  requifite  and  unavoidable. 

A  Diarrhoea ,  efpecially  if  attended  with 
Gripings,  in  this,  and  all  other  Fevers,  (a  few 
excepted  where  it  is  critical)  confound  the 
Courfe  of  Nature,  and  muft  be  moderated  by 
Opiats,  which  will  not  retard  the  Eruption  fo 
much  as  the  Purging  would  have  done.

Eruption. 

1 The  End  of  the  third  or  Beginning  of  the 
fourth  Day  the  be  ft  Sort  appeared  with  usy 
An .  17x1;  fo  much  as  the  Eruption  ante- 
verts  the  fourth  Day,  or  is  retarded  beyond 
it,  fo  much  greater  the  Danger ;  either  from 
the  Violence  of  the  Fever,  or  hot  Regimen, 
in  the  firft  Cafe ;  for  the  more  violent  and 
hafty  any  Inflammation  is  in  its  Courfe,  the 
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Danger  of  a  fubfequent  Gangrene  is  the  more 
to  he  apprehended.  Dr.  Huxham  fays,  that 
An.  1724,  1725,  there  was  in  Plymouth  an 
anomalous  Small  Pox ,  that  appeared  in  lefs 
than  twenty  four  Hours  after  Seizure,  and 
was  always  of  the  fluxed  Kind : '  The  other 
Cafe  of  being  retarded,  is  from  a  too  cool  Re¬ 
gimen,  officious  Bleeding,  catching  Cold,  or 
fomc  considerable  Evacuation. 

The  more  univerfal  the  Apearance  is  at  firjl, 
the  more  perfed  and  more  benign  is  the  Cri - 
c^c  tnore  gradual,  efpecially  with  new 
Sprouts  in  the  Interftices,  the  more  imperfect 
is  the  Crijis ,  and  the  Diftemper  is  the  more 

malignant.  F ,  S  - - <zt,  22  ,  no  violent 

Complaint  in  Apparatu. ,  the  firft  and  fecond 
Day  of  Eruption  came  out  like  a  diftind 
good  Sort,  but  the  third  Day  came  out  infi¬ 
nite  Multitudes  of  a  fmall  Purplifh  Pox,  he 

died  the  feventeenth  of  Seizure.  W.  W~ _ - 

cet.z^  violent  Pain  at  his  Stomach,  and  dull, 
uas  V.  S.  m  Apparatu ,  the  Eruption  very 
flow  and  languid,  fo  as  not  to  appear  in  the 
Extremities  until  the  third  or  fourth  of  E- 
mption,  a  diftind,  but  frequent  fellile  Kind  ; 
he  fpit,  and  fwcll’d  well,  died  the  fourteenth  of 
Seizui  e.  Mr.  TP - r,  cet.  30,  a  few  Pur¬ 

ples,  with  Hczmorrhagia  narium ,  the  Pox 
in  his  Face  had  the  regular  Courfe  of  the  con¬ 
fluent  Kind,  but  in  his  Extremities,  at  the 
Time  of  his  Death,  being  the  fourteenth  of 

Seizure. 
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Seizure*  the  Puftules  had  fcarce  begun  to  ma¬ 
turate.  Mrs.  T - --  at.  20,  juft  given  over 

Suckling,  violent  Pain  in  her  Back,  and  * 
Reachings,  was  brought  from  an  adjacent  I- 
fland  to  Bojlon,  the  fecond  of  Seizure  fotne 
Appearance  of  the  Small  Pox ,  and  after  three 
or  four  Days  more  a  Sort  of  fecond  Crop, 
reddifb,  with  feme  watery  Blifters  interfper- 
fed,  fhe  did  not  fpit,  a  continued  Naufea  and 
Delirium  ,  died  the  ftxteenth  of  Seifure. 
B.  I —  -  at.  i ,  by  catching  Cold  the  E- 
ruption  is  checked,  and  after  two  Days  came 
out  a  fecond  Crop,  of  a  very  unequal  crude 
Kind,  file  died  foon. 

The  Eruptions  appearing  in  the  Extremi¬ 
ties  before  they  appear  in  the  Face,  prefagc 
ill,  as  in  many  of  the  Purple  Cafes,  being 
from  a  ftifled  Fever;  for  the  Circulation  be¬ 
ing  freer  in  the  Extremities,  the  Eruptions 
come  out  there  more  kindly. 

If  there  attends  the  Eruption  a  prof ufe 
Sweating ,  Ptyalifm ,  Menjlruatio  tempore  non 
debito ,  Diarrhoea ,  &c.  they  are  bad  Symp¬ 
toms;  becaufe  they  denote  much  of  a  Colli- 
quation,  and  divert  Nature  from  her  principal 
Work.  Sweating  is  a  Separation  of  a  diffe¬ 
rent  Nature  from  that  of  the  Small  Pox ;  and 
therefore  by  Reafon  of  its  Diverlion  it  is  not 
to  be  encouraged;  a  gentle  Breathing  and 
Relaxation  of  the  external  Habit,  folicites  the 
Eruption,  and  is  good.  A  Diarrhoea  tormi- 
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no  fa  (unlefs  from  an  habitual  Cholick,  as  in 
Mr.  L - ’s  Negroe  Ccefar)  even  in  Chil¬ 

dren  is  no  good  Symptom;  with  us  it  fre¬ 
quently  attended  the  Eruption  in  Children, 
and  might  be  fometimes  a  Complication  with 
that  Loofenefs  incident  to  Children  in  the  Au¬ 
tumn,  or  from  Worms.  In  violent  Cholick 
Pains  emollient  Glyfters  may  be  allowed,  but 
with  Difcretion. 

Upon  the  Eruption  the  Throat  cotnplains . 
Ptyalifm  begins  with  the  Eruption. 

A  Chrijlalline  Small  Pox  is  a  Colliquation, 
and  therefore  not  good.  Loofenefs  with  a  very 
hot  Temper  prefage  a  confluent  Sort.  The 
Confluent  Sort  appear  fooner  than  the  fourth 
Day,  or  by  fome  violent  Symptom  are  re¬ 
tarded  until  after  the  fourth  Day ;  the  Symp¬ 
toms  continue  after  Eruption ;  they  make  the 
fir  ft  Appearance  Eryfipilas  like. 

Strong  Diaphoreticks  in  any  Fever,  admi- 
niftered  before  a  perfed  Concodion  of  the 
morbifick  Matter,  carry  the  Humours  crude 
into  the  Brain,  occafioning  Deliria ,  Comas , 
Convuljions ;  they  likewife  diflipate  and  ex¬ 
pend  the  fmooth  Lympha  of  the  Blood.  O- 
piats  in  fome  Cafes,  adminiftered  with  Difcre¬ 
tion,  by  their  relaxing  Quality,  conduce  to 
the  Eruption  of  the  Small  Pox ;  it  has  been 
a  generally  received  Opinion,  that  they  check 
all  Secretions,  but  in  partu  difficili ,  &  Lo - 
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chiorum  fiuxu  imp  edit  o ,  the  modern  Phyfi- 
cians  find  nothing  more  ferviceable. 

In  the  Winter  Small  Pox ,  Coughs,  and 
fore  Throats,  are  great  Complaints;  they  oc- 
cafion  Want  of  Reft,  and  Sleep,  and  exhauft 
the  Spirits ;  therefore  if  very  troublefome,  give 
Anodynes  with  Difcretion,  and  a  light  Pecto¬ 
ral  Decodion  for  their  common  Drink; 
guard  the  Chops  with  Flannels. 

The  Eruption  Period  admits  of  no  Eva¬ 
cuation,  excepting  perhaps  V.  S.  in  feme  Ca-* 
fes  where  the  Fever  continues  to  be  very  high. 

Maturation .  • 

After  three  Days  Inflammation  the  Pujlu- 
les  begin  to  digejl ;  where  the  Eruption  was 
protraded,  in  the  fame  manner  the  Digeftion 
is  protracted ;  firft  in  the  Face  and  Neck,  af¬ 
terwards  gradually  in  the  Trunk  and  Extre¬ 
mities,  the  lower  Extremities  being  laft.  The 
Duration  of  the  Period  of  Maturation  in  bad 
Kinds  is  very  uncertain  (it  is  reckoned  to 
continue  until  the  Declenfion  begins)  efpe- 
cially  when  accompanied  with  a  Salivation, 
and  Swellings,  and  may  be  protraded  to  ten 
or  twelve  Days,  the  longer  always  the  worfe  : 
Where  Nature  is  very  low,  and  no  Succeda - 
neum  happens  ,  the  Fever  and  other  bad 
Symptoms  may  continue  to  the  eighteenth 
Day  before  there  is  a  perfed  Maturation. 

A  round 
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A  round  florid ,  and  turgid  Pox  is  the 
Standard  of  Goodnefs.  A  turgid  Pox ,  with 
florid  Interftices ,  from  white  becoming  yel- 
lowifh,  promife  well  in  all  Kinds.  The  fre¬ 
quent  (mail,  but  diftinct  Sort  called  the  Co¬ 
herent,  if  they  be  nearly  round,  after  three, 
four,  or  five  Days  of  Maturation,  the  Patient 
may  do  well  without  Spitting  ;  if  they  are 
very  clofe,  in  the  Maturation  they  enlarge 
their  Bafes  fo  much  as  to  flow  together  ;  with 
a  protra&ed  Maturation,  they  continue  de- 
prefled  and  watery  fome  Time  before  they 
turn  yellowifh,  and  are  faved  by  a  Ptyalifm , 
Swelling  of  Face  and  Hands,  and  fometimes 
by  a  Diabetical  Proflluvium .  A  few,  with¬ 
out  Spitting  or  Purging,  in  a  true  confluent 
Sort,  did  well.  After  Eruption  is  compleated, 
if  there  appear  in  thq  Interftices  feveral  mi¬ 
liary  Blifters  or  Puftules,  fome  filled  with  a 
limpid  Serum,  others  of  a  dark  red,  it  is  ge¬ 
nerally  an  ill  Symptom,  but  iome  furvive  it. 
In  the  Maturation  and  Declenfion,  fome  final! 
Eruptions  fometimes  appear  in  the  Interftices, 
and  dry  away  again  the  fame  Day,  without 
any  Thing  bad  to  be  apprehended. 

Frequently  the  Puftules  ripening  inflame  the 
whole  Habit,  and  occafion  Inquietudes;  the 
Patient  becomes  hotter ,  and  Pulfe  higher, 
which  difturb  Nature  in  her  Courfe;  this  is 
called  the  Second,  or  Maturation  Fever: 
Here  Paragoricks  (beginning  the  fixth  Day) 
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are  as  much  a  Specifick  as  die  Cortez  Peruv .  in 
Intermittents.  Sometimes  V.  S.  is  required. 
Sometimes  a  Salivation,  with  Swellings  of 
Face  and  Hands,  or  Diabetical  Profluvium , 
put  oft'  the  Return  of  the  Violence  of  the  Fe¬ 
ver.  Women  frequently  have  a  Profiuvium 
Menfinm ,  the  firft  or  fecond  Day  of  Maturation, 
even  tempore  non  debito ,  but  it  goes  oft  gra¬ 
dually  in  a  Day  or  two.  A  difficult  Swallow¬ 
ing. ,  if  only  from  the  Small  Pox  in  the  Throat, 
or  Fauces ,  is  tedious,  but  not  a  mortal  Symp¬ 
tom;  a  Veficatory  to  the  Nape  of  the  Neck  is 
of  Ufe.  When  any  Subjidence  of  Poxy  or 
Swellings  of  Face,  &c.  happen  too  Soon,  give 
Alexipharmicks  (I  do  not  mean  Spirituous  Cor¬ 
dials,  which  are  apt  to  raife  febrile  Efferves¬ 
cences  of  bad  Confequence)  as  Vin.  Gan  arm, 
ad  med .  cold.  Fheriaca  Rad.  Serp .  Virgin , 
Bezoar.  Lap.  Contrayery  v.  3zc.  Veficatories 
alfo  muff  be  ufed  to  rouze  the  Spirits. 

Salivation  does  not  belong  to  a  good  Kind, 
and  is  only  a  Succedaneum ;  I  obferved  that 
in  fome,  tho’  very  full,  without  any  confide- 
rable  Spitting  or  Swelling,  the  Diftemper  had 
its  Courfe  more  kindly  and  fafely,  than  in  o- 
thcrs,  who  from  a  kind  of  malignant  Colli- 
quation,  fpit  profufely,  and  Swell  very  much; 
where  it  is  Nature’s  laft  Refource,  it  is  very 
uncertain  in  the  Event;  W.  TV.  at.  ay,  dies 
the  eleventh  of  Eruption,  after  having  fpit 
freely,  with  Face  and  Hands  at  his  Exit  well 
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fwelled,  Ic  frequently  begins  with  the  E- 
ruption,  and  ought  not  to  decline  until  about 
the  eleventh  of  Illnefs ;  it  is  at  firft  thin,  but 
afterwards  thick  and  ropy,  and  therefore  re¬ 
quires  Diluents  plentifully;  if  too  tough  and 
choky,  u fe  Gargles  made  of  Barley  Water , 
decoSt.  Rad.  Alta .  and  the  like  with  Mel.  Ro - 
far .  Syrup .  Violar.  Oxymel.  &c.  If  Suffoca¬ 
tion  is  feared,  or  if  the  Phlegm  feem  to  lay 
low,  give  gentle  Emeticks ;  I  have  given  CV- 
nabar .  Nativ.  and  have  ventured  fmall  Do- 
fes  of  Calomel  in  a  flow  vifcid  tough  Saliva¬ 
tion  with  fome  Benefit :  I  cannot  recommend 
it  but  to  the  Difcreet,  it  fufeth  too  much,  the 
Diftemper  itfelf  being  colliquative,  it  may  occa- 
fion  a  lab  id  Inanition.  If  any  febrile  Effer- 
vefcence  divert  its  Courfe,  we  mu  ft  have  Pve- 
gard  to  the  Fever.  Swellings  of  Face  and 
Hands,  fometimes  Scroti  &  Preputiiy  or  dia- 
betical  Profuviumsy  come  on  as  Subfidiaries 
to  the  Salivation  in  its  Declenfion ;  at  the 
Time  when  we  are  to  expert  the  Swelling  of 
the  Hands,  Epifpaficks  to  the  Wrifts  may  fo¬ 
liate  the  Humours  thither,  and  the  running  of 
thefe  Blifters  fometimes  fupplies  the  Defeft  of 
Spitting.  As  the  Eruptions  on  the  Hands  are 
later  than  thofe  on  the  Face,  fo  are  their 
Swellings.  In  cold  Weather  Salivation  does 
not  go  on  fo  kindly  as  at  other  Times.  Purg¬ 
ing  fometimes  muft  be  ufed  to  fupply  a  defi¬ 
cient  Salivation. 


Continued 
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Continued  Naufeas  a  bad  Sign.  Sudden 
Chillinefs,  Shiverings,  Diarrhdea ,  Vigiha  fief- 
tinacesj  Deliria ,  and  other  violent  Symp¬ 
toms,  not  to  be  laid  by  Ofiiats ,  portend  a  * 
hidden  Diflolution :  If  with  the  incipient  Ma¬ 
turation  the  Pox  begin  to  dry,  excepting  in 
the  moll  benign  fmall  dry  diftind  Sort,  Death 
is  at  the  Door;  or  if  in  a  protraded  Matura¬ 
tion,  they  begin  at  any  Time  to  dry  before 
they  are  filled  with  Pus ,  fo  far  as  the  Spe¬ 
cies  of  the  Pox  will  allow,  it  is  a  bad  Symp¬ 
tom.  Pujiules  flaccid,  or  containing  a  wa¬ 
tery  Lymph,  or  Purplifli  Sanies,  are  bad;  of  a 
lurid,  livid,  fhangled  Colour,  fignify  that  Na¬ 
ture  declines;  feflile,  dry,  deprefled,  fubfiding 
in  the  Center,  or  turning  white,  are  very  ma¬ 
lignant;  Interftices  livid,  or  pale,  are  bad. 


The  Abfence  of  Symptoms,  With  a  cra¬ 
ving  Appetite,  are  good  Signs;  the  Return, 
or  Increafe  of  a  Fever  are  bad.  Scarce  any 
(Purples  and  Hemorrhages  excepted,  who  die 
in  all  Stadia,  according  to  the  Degree  of  their 
fiejliferous  Malignity)  die  but  in  the  Declen- 
fion;  but  this  Period  does  fomenmes  begin 
with  the  fir  ft  of  Maturation,  or  at  any  Time 
of  the  Maturation  protraded,  but  not  per- 


faded. 
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In  die  Turning,  die  more  the  Scab  ap¬ 
proaches  to  a  Bees  Wax  yellow  Colour,  the 
more  benign.  In  the  Coherent ,  which  at 
length  arrive  to  a  compleat  Maturation,  even 
with  Spittings  and  Swellings,  the  Declenfion 
is  equally  favourable  as  in  the  Diftind,  only 
the  Patient  complains  more  of  being  faint.  In 
fome  Conftitutions ,  altho’  the  Pnjlules  be 
large,  diftind,  and  not  frequent,  this  Period 
was  longer  than  ufual  (efpecially  if  Opiats 
are  much  ufedj  with  a  cadaverous  Stench* 

and  leaving  deep  Pits,  Mrs.  F -  cr.t.  30, 

This  laft  Stadium ,  with  a  famous  Scab  re¬ 
turning  frefli  and  frefli,  may  be  protraded  to 
many  Days,  with  a  mod  tedious  Expedora- 
tion  of  vifcid  Phlegm,  and  remaining  Hedick 
Heat.  Generally  fpeaking,  after  a  protraded 
Maturation,  aflifted  by  Salivation  and  Swel¬ 
lings,  the  Pox  do  not  begin  to  decline  until 
the  thirteenth  or  fourteenth  Day;  fome  are 
not  out  of  Danger  until  die  twenty  firft, 
T.y—  —  ret.  14,  in  a  confluent  Kind,  a 
Diarrhoea  protraded  the  Courfe  of  the  Di- 
ileniper;  a  few  not  until  the  twenty  fourth 

Day.  D.  L - act.  19,  in  the  Apparatus 

a  violent  Lumbago ,  and  Hcemorrhagia  na- 
rium  &  uteri ,  intenfely  confluent,  Declenfion 
attended  with  Aguifii  Paroxyfms,  and  Hedi- 
cal  Pleats. 

When  the  Pus  is  reabforbed  by  the  circu¬ 
lating  Fluid,  or  when  the  dry  infeparable 

Crufts 
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Crafts  return  the  Feeulency  into  the  Mars  of 
Blood,  there  happens  a  third  Fever  (the  firft  is 
in  the  Apparatus ,  called  Eruptive  Fever ,  the 
Second  is  in  the  Maturation ,  from  the  In¬ 
flammation  of  the  Phlegmones)  being  of  a  pu¬ 
trid  Kind,  and  kills  feme  the  eleventh,  four¬ 
teenth,  feventeenth,  twenty  firft,  twenty  fourth 
Day  of  Illnefs,  being  critical  Days;  if  Blifters 
are  thought  requifite,  let  them  be  applied  the 
Night  preceding  the  Critical  Days,  and  not 
delayed  until  the  Fever  rifes,  becaufe  they  add 
to  the  Heat  and  Effervefcence  of  the  Blood. 
This  putrid  Fever  requires  immediate  V.  S. 
then  cooling  gentle  Catharticks ,  efpecially  if 
the  Incruftation  is  fuch  that  the  Matter  is 
too  thick  to  be  further  abforb’d;  the  Guts , 
befides  the  Inconveniencies  of  being  fluffed 
with  Impurities,  fome  Part  of  their  feculent 
Contents  re-enter  by  the  LaBeals ,  and  are  a 
Pabulum  to  the  Fever.  As  a  late  Author 
well  obferves,  upon  a  Retroceftion  of  Swel¬ 
lings,  or  any  unlucky  Tranflation  upon  the 
Vitals,  it  is  eafier  diredly  to  folicite  the  In¬ 
terims  to  a  Difcharge  than  the  Salival  Glands, 
or  Urinary  Duds.  Sometimes  a  Diarrhoea 
is  a  ufeful  Succedaneum  to  a  Salivation  in 
Children. 

Where  Nature  languifhes,  the  Puflules  fub- 
fide.  In  the  Confluent,  if  ninth  of  Eruption, 
the  Face  fubftdes,  but  Pox  does  not  grow 
rough,  tenth  comes  a  putrid  Heat  and  Nau- 

F  a  fea , 
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TW  and  eleventh,  being  fourteenth  of  M- 
ne!s>  they  die.

The  twelfth  or 
thirteenth,  a  Micturition ,  and  Dyfuryy  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  Quantity  of  turbid  Urine,  with 
a  Sediment,  is  good ;  but  if  thin  and  limpid, 
and  in  (mail  Quantities ,  with  a  Delirium , 
Premor  and  Subfultus ,  Death  foon  follows. 

A  Delirium ,  a  Dyfpncea ,  or  anhelofa  Rejpi - 
are  bad  Signs,  but  are  fometimes  re¬ 
lieved  by  V.  S.  A  fhort  and  weak  Infpiration 
are  Fore-runners  of  Death ;  but  a  difficult  fu- 
fpiriofa  Refpiratio  not  fo  always,  fometimes 
proceeding  from  being  fluffed  with  Phlegm, 
and  is  removed  by  a  gentle  Puke .  In  the  End 
of  the  Diftemper,  when  violent,  the  Patient 
is  fometimes  fo  weak,  that  for  fome  fhort 
Time  a  Delirium ,  or  rather  Fooliffmefs,  con¬ 
tinues  from  Inanition.  A  cold  Refpiration  is 
generally  a  mortal  Sign,  fignifying  fome  in¬ 
ternal  Gangrene  5  P.  AT—  at.

Weaknefs  in  one  Arm,  of  which  he  fo on  re¬ 
covered.  ft,  y  — —  cet,  1 4,  had  Convulfions  the 
feventeenth  of  Eruption  (a  Confluent  Kind) 
and  next  Day  began  to  recover;  thefe  might 
proceed  from  Bread  Milk,  and  fome  Milk 
Punch  adminidered  to  him  unadvifedly,  ra¬ 
ther  than  from  the' Didemper.  A  Twitch¬ 
ing,  a  trembling  Motion  of  the  lower  Jaw  and 
Hands,  involuntary  Urine,  Tongue  in  a  con¬ 
tinued  Motion,  picking  the  Cloaths  of  the 
Bed  with  the  Fingers,  are  reckoned  mortal 
Symptoms.  D,  L - cet,  19,  is  an  Excep¬ 

tion  ;  (lie  began  to  recover  twenty  fourth  of 
Illnefs,  in  the  word  Sort  of  Confluents. 

A  drong  Vibration  of  the  Carotide  Arte¬ 
ries  is  generally  a  mortal  Symptom.  In  the 
End  (from  Inanition)  when  the  Supply  of 
Spirits  to  the  Mufcles  and  to  their  Antago- 
nifts  begin  to  fail,  the  Confequence  is  Tremb¬ 
lings  and  Twitchings,  with  a  weak  and  in¬ 
terrupted  Pulfe,  and  Difficulty  of  fwallowing 
from  a  Palfy  of  the  Gifophagus.  Many  in¬ 
flammatory  Didempers  as  well  as  this,  to¬ 
wards  their  fatal  End,  when  the  Spirits  are 
quite  exhauded  by  the  LuBa ,  much  abate  in 
all  the  violent  Symptoms,  and  the  Patient 

has 
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has  a  Sort  of  Euthanajia ,  and  (ays  he  is  much 
Better,  but  foon  dies. 

The  Confluent  Small  Pox ,  with  an  Ery- 
Jifielas  Efflorefcence,  which  begin  to  dry  the 
Beginning  of  Maturation,,  with  a  dry  Tongue, 
imailand  quick  Pulfe,  Sabjultus  tendinum ,  &c. 
are  mortal.  As  the  yelhwijh  Colour  is  al- 
moft  always  falutary,  little  black  Specks  and 
Pits  are  the  Reverfe,  proceeding  a  fervore  in- 
tenfo.  Itching  of  the  Pujlules  denotes  the 
Caujlick  Acrimony  of  the  Matter,  and  is  a  bad 
Sign,  either  leaving  deep  Pits,  or  if  by  Mis¬ 
management  it  recede,  mud  foon  demolifh  the 
delicate  Texture  of  the  Vitals. 

Weaknefs  and  Naufeas  in  the  Declenfiorr 
do  not  allow  of  Opiats ,  but  a  Cordial  Re¬ 
gimen,  v.  g.  feme  cordial  acidulated  Julep,  or 
for  the  poorer  Sort  feme  weak  Punch.  When 
the  Putrid  Fever  intermits,  or  considerably 
remits,  the  Cortex  Pernv.  Sometimes  anfwers- 
after  a  Suitable  cordial  Cathartick,  as  is  the 
Pindlur.  jdcra.  When  the  Pujlules  fubfide, 
and  the  Interfile es  turn  pale,  the  Spitting  de¬ 
clines  too  faft ,  or  Tumours  of  Face  and 
Hands  abate,  give  Paragoricks  and  moderate 
Cordials ,  but  nothing  fpirituous  to  raife  Effer- 

vefcencies  ;  Mrs.  P -  had  Vin.  Canarin . 

ad  medias  cold,  fiheriaca  Venet .  with  pulv.  rad. 
Serp.  Virginian.  In  the  Apparatus  (he  was 
brought  to  Bed  fix  Weeks  before  her  Time, 
Pox  confluent  in  her  Face,  began  to  recover

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the  twelfth  of  Eruption,  had  fubfequent  ver- 
facile  Rheumatick  Pains  and  cedematous  Legs, 
but  by  the  Ufe  of  the  free  Air,  and  Riding, 

foon  was  well.  CT.  J - in  the  confluent 

Kind,  with  a  Diarrhoea  in  the  Declenfion, 
had  Vin.  rubr .  Gahc .  ad  medias  coCt.  began 
to  recover  the  eighteenth  of  Eruption,  had 
fubfequent  Boils,  &c. 

Suffocations ;  if  Hyjierical ,  which  are  not 
uncommon  to  Women  in  the  Confluent  Small 
Pox ,  ufe  Ant i-hyjl cricks  \  if  from  the  Glands 
of  the  Fauces  minified,  ufe  acidulated  Gar¬ 
gles  and  Veficatories  to  the  Nape  of  the 
Neck.  In  urinary  Obftructions,  ufe  fuitable 
Diureticks ,  and  alter  their  Pollute.  In  trou- 
blefome  Infractions  of  the  Nofe ,  ufe  Tents 
clipp’d  in  Butter,  01.  Oliv.  Amygd.  d.  or  in- 
jed  feme  emollient  Mixture  with  Mel.  Rofar. 

A  (harp  Sanies ,  and  corrofive  Ichor ,  lodg¬ 
ed,  and  at  Times  gleeting  from  under  the 
Scabs ?  occafion  Sittings  and  Scars,  which  are 
not  eafily  prevented.  A  protraded  Matura¬ 
tion,  with  a  fubfidiary  Salivation,  are  moll  apt 
to  pit;  fretting  putrid  feverifh  Heat  is  feme- 
times  allayed  by  the  Cortex  Peruv.  covering 
the  Parts  with  greafed  Rags  retains  the  Ha¬ 
bitus ,  oily  Leniments  (lop  the  Pores ,  Acu¬ 
puncture  admits  the  external  Air  too  foon :  fo¬ 
ment  with  warm  Milk ,  which  deftroys  the 
Acrimony. 
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Reh&s  and  ConfequenUal  Ails. 


Mod  of  the  Varieties  of  the  Small  Pox , 
after  the  Patient  is  recovered  thereof,  require 
no  other  Medicine  than  to  be  duly  purged; 
and  the  more  violent  the  Diftemper,  the 
greater  is  the  Necefficy  for  Catharticks.  After 
the  Stadia  are  all  over,  the  Body  having  been 
long  Son  id,  and  no  Sign  of  a  Stool  fir  ft  clear 
the  primce  vim  by  foliating  with  Suppofito- 
ries,  or  give  Emollient  Glyfters  and  Lenitives , 
which  open  the  Body  without  any  Diftur- 
bance;  afterwards  ufe  ftrong;  Catharticks , 
which  may  cleanfe  the  whole  Habit.  Let  the 
Temper  and  Appetite  be  reftored  before  we 
life  thefe  ftrong  Catharticks  (excepting  feme 
Cordial  Purges  early  in  the  Dedenfion  of  feme 
of  the  Coherent  and  Confluent  Kinds)  left 
you  may  thereby  roufe  and  enrage  feme  of 
the  Reliquice ,  and  bring  on  a  Flux  by  deter¬ 
mining  that  Way. 

After  the  Small  Pox ,  feme  have  P thy f  cal 
Coughs ,  He  click  Heats ,  Opthalmies,  QLdema- 
tpfe  Swellings  in  the  Legs ,  Whithes ,  Furun- 
culi  or  J mall  Boils ,  Glandular  \ Tumors .  Mrs. 
F— —  ret.  20,  had  an  Anchylofs  in  the  Cu¬ 
bitus  Articulation  of  both  Arms ;  T.  N-  - — * 
remained  with  a  Stammering ,  from  the  Vio¬ 
lence  of  the  Diftemper  upon  thefe  Nerves. 

G  The 
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The  Scropulous  Habits  run  the  greateft  Rifque 
of  Confequential  Ails. 

A  remaining  Cough  (which  happens  efpe- 
cially  in  the  Winter  Seafon)  may  bring  on  a 
Pthijisy  and  therefore  is  not  to  be  negle&ed: 
Begin  with  V.  S.  endeavour  to  thicken  and 
digeft  the  Catarrh ,  and  allay  its  Sharpneft, 
ufe  fuitable  AntiheffiicSy  but  efpecially  Change 
of  Air. 

If  a  He&ick  Difpofition  remain  after  the 
Small  Pox,  begin  by  F,  S.  and  then  a  few 
convenient  Catharticksy  the  Cortex  Peruv . 
adminiftered  with  Difcretion  is  of  Ufe,  ri¬ 
ding  in  a  free  Air,  and  a  Milk  Diet ;  Milk 
new  drawn  from  the  Cow  has  a  pecu¬ 
liar  healing  BalfaMy  which  it  expends  every 
Moment  after  it  is  taken  from  the  Cow,  as 
fome  Mineral  Waters  do  after  their  being  ta¬ 
ken  from  their  Fountain. 

In  Opthalmies  let  Blood,  give  fome  Dofes 
of  Cinahar  or  Calomel ,  ufe  Medicines  as  if  the 
Cafe  was  Scropulous ,  wafli  the  Eyes  with  warm 
Milk,  a  Cinabarine  Sujfitus  is  good.  Beware 
of  drying  aftr ingen t  Colly riums  or  Eye- waters, 
for  by  the  imprudent  ufe  of  thefe  I  obferved 
the  Humours  of  the  Eye  thickened,  and  the 
Sight  loft  in  feveral. 

For  GLdematofe  Swellings  ufe  fpirituous  Fe¬ 
tus's  and  Riding. 

The  Spring  of  the  Glands  having  fuffered 

much 
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much,  the  Small  Pox  leaves  /crapulous  and 
other  glandular  Swellings.  Boils ,  glandular, 
ftrumous  or  any  other  Swellings,  if  poflible,  are 
to  be  brought  to  Suppuration,  fearing  a  Tran- 
flation  upon  the  Lungs,  or  any  other  noble 
Part;  they  are  therefore  upon  their  Appear¬ 
ance  to  be  encouraged  by  fome  fimple  Foul - 
Usr  or  FotuSy  EmpL  Diachyl.  cum  g.  and  the 
like. 

Mr.  P- - who  by  Way  of  Amu  foment 

applied  himfelf  much  to  Chymiffry  in  En~ 
glandy  told  me,  that  his  Wife  having  /offered 
much  in  her  Facey  from  a  very  bad  kind  of 
Small  Pox ;  by  the  Ufe  of  a  Ma/k  made  of 
Lead  beat  thin,  the  Infide  fmeared  with  dif- 
folved  Sperma  Getiy  and  a  very  fmall  Mat- 
t®er  of  crude  Mercury ,  became  almoft  as  beau¬ 
tiful  as  before  the  Small  Pox . 

Purples  and  /hemorrhages . 


Ve/culct  miliareSy  Petechia,  Macula  pur¬ 
purea  ,  and  Hemorrhages ,  are  Degrees  of 
that  colliquative  and  Cauflick  Infedion,  which 
is  more  fatal  than  the  Plague*  itfelf  This  Ar¬ 
ticle  cannot  be  called  Pradical,  becaufe  fuch 
Decumbents  are  not  (or  fcarce)  to  be  faved, 
the  Confhtution  of  the  Perfon  being  only  in 
Fault,  and  not  any  particular  Incident ;  but  as 
it  feldom  happens  in  Europe ,  that  fuch  Num¬ 
bers  and  Varieties  of  Purples  and  Hamor- 

G  z  rhages 
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rhages  are  to  be  feen  at  the  fame  Time  in  one 
Place,  I  thought  it  might  be  acceptable  to  the 
Curious.  Even  in  this  Place,  laft  Small  Pox 
Time,  An.  1702,  only  three  in  thefe  Circum- 
ilances  were  obferved,  as  I  was  well  informed 
by  John  Clark ,  Efq;  late  a  noted  Praditioner 
in  Bofton. 

Purple  Spots  appear  in  the  Apparatus  and 
Eruption  Periods,  the  Petechia  generally  ap¬ 
pear  late;  both  difcover  themfelves  firft  on  the 
Brea  ft.  Neck,  and  Arms.  Miliary  Blijlers 
and  Petechia,  their  Increafe  in  Number  or 
DimenGons  portend  ill  5  their  Decreafe  are 
fomewhat  promifing,  being  Signs  of  a  more 
or  lefs  Intenfeneft  of  the  Caujlick  Aflfedion; 
fome  few  recovered;  with  Purple  Spots  and 
Hamorrhages  fcarce  any  furviv’d ;  the  three 
Cafes  that  came  to  my  Knowledge  were  not 
properly  fuch  in.  the  Nature  of  the  Diftem- 
per;  Mr.  D's  Indian  Boy,  at.  13,  with  a 
confluent  Kind,  his  fe  /v^  and  fmall  pale  Spots, 
confidering  the  Indian  Complexion,  are  ra¬ 
ther  to  be  reckoned  Petechia ;  J.  C — — 
at.  19,  confluent  Small  Pox,  his  few  Purples 
were  the  Effeds  of  violent  Exercife  iuft  be- 
fore  Decumbiturc;  Capt.  is  Negroe  Man’s 
bloody  Urine  was  from  a  Blow  crofs  the 
Loins  fome  fhort  Time  before,  he  had  the 
Confluent  Sort.  Dr.  Sydenham  gives  an  In- 
ftance  of  a  Patient  of  Dr  Goo  dale's.  An.  1691, 
in  a  continued  (but  not  Small  Pox)  Fever 

with 
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with  brownifli  Spots  on  his  Neck,  Bread, 
and  Arms,  attended  with  bloody  Urine,  cu¬ 
red  i  which  he  reckons  a  Prodigy  in  Medi¬ 
cine,  and  the  greateft  Cure  he  ever  did 
know.  Dr.  Morton  never  knew  but  one 
recover,  a  Patient  of  Dr.  S fare's  in  July 
I&9X,  a  (anguine  Woman,  at.  20,  with  a 
few  Petechia  and  bloody  Urine,  by  Spit¬ 
ting,  and  a  very  unufual  Swelling  of  Face 
and  Hands  faved.  Dr.  Huxham  fays,  that  in 
the  malignant  Small  Pox  at  Plymouth ,  An. 
1724,  1725.  he  knew  but  one  Perfon  that 
furviv’d  purple  Spots ;  fome  died  the  fifth  or 
fixth  Day,  fome  dwindled  till  the  tenth  or 
eleventh  Day;  he  heard  of  none  who  had 
bloody  Urine. 

Some  Families  Blood  is  more  apt  to  be  fil¬ 
led  by  the  Small  Pox  Infe&ion  than  others,  as 
I  indanced  before.  Purple  and  black  Spots 
are  Indices  of  a  begun  Mortification;  the 
cadaverous  Stench  of  the  Breath  and  Stools  in 
many  of  them,  is  a  plain  Sign  of  an  inward 
gangrenous  Difpofition:  Haemorrhages  declare 
the  Confidence  of  the  Blood  and  Texture  of 
the  Solids  didolved.  The  Degrees  of  Spots 
are,  black  the  mod  malignant,  purple,  blue, 
red,  brown,  dufky,  with  their  greater,  or 
fmaller  Dimenfions.  Purple  Spots,  if  they  in- 
creafe  Numbers  or  Dimenfions,  denunciate 
fome  impending  Haemorrhage,  and  foon  after 
the  Catadrophe.  E.  G—~  at.  18,  by  ge¬ 
nerous 
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nerous  Alexipharmicks  his  Purples  increafed 
to  Millions,  foon  after  bloody  Stools,  and  dies 
next  Day. 

Some  few  have  miliary  Blifters  or  Purple 
Spots,  with  a  large  diftind  crude  Kind  mali 

Moris ;  Mr.  F’s  Indian^  at.  25;  Mr.  C - ’s 

Indian ,  at.  15,  they  died  the  fourteenth 
Day. 

Purples  have  generally  a  fixangled  Counte¬ 
nance,  and  an  Erifypelas  like  Small  Pox9 
efpecially  if  Hemorrhages  are  to  follow,  fre¬ 
quently  a  profufe  Salivation.  The  Symptoms 
in  the  moft  intenfe  Kind  of  Purples,  are  only 
Sufpiria ,  and  great  Dejedion  of  Spirits,  with¬ 
out  any  violent  Symptom.  Capt.  C — —  s  In¬ 
dian  Woman,  at.  45,  had  the  firft  Day  Eri¬ 
fypelas  like  Eruptions  in  Arms  and  Hands, 
dies  the  third  Day  with  Purples,  bloody  Stools, 
bloody  Spittle,  and  vomiting  Blood,  the  milder 
Sort  are  attended  with  fpafmodick  Pains  in 
the  Bread:,  Back,  &c. 

Alexipharmicks,  or  Emeticks,  or  Veficato- 
ries,  ufed  in  Purples,  foon  bring  a  Hemor¬ 
rhage  and  Death  by  feveral  Days  too  prema¬ 
ture,  as  I  could  inftance  in  many.  By  V.  S. 
and  a  cool  Regimen  (Milk  and  Water  for 
their  Drink)  I  protruded  the  Lives  of  fome 
to  the  fourteenth  Day. 

In  the  Year  17x1,  we  had  in  Bojlon  5989 
ill  of  the  Small  Pox ,  whereof  died  844 ;  of 
thefe  upwards  of  eighty  (that  is  one  in  ten) 

died 
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died  with  purple  Spots  and  Haemorrhages, 
whereof  fixty  five  came  to  my  Knowledge, 

(not  including  J.  C- - ’s  Purples,  Capt. 

7" - ’s  Negroe’s  bloody  Urine,  and  Mr. 

D’s  Indian  Boy’s  Petechia)  and  whofe  Cafes 
I  committed  to  Writing.  The  Varieties  of 
their  Cafes  at  length  cannot  be  inferted  in 
an  Abftraft,  but  for  the  Contemplation  of  the 
Curious  I  (hall  reduce  them  thus :  Of  white 
Ferfons  died  fixteen  Men,  twenty  four  Wo¬ 
men,  eighteen  Children,  (all  under  fourteen 
at.  I  call  Children)  feven  Indians ,  no  Ne¬ 
groes;  of  the  Women  feven  were  pregnant , 
whereof  three  at  their  full  Time  were  brought 
to  Bed,  three  fufifered  Abortion  at  five  or  fix 

Months;  i.  Mrs.  L - -  five  or  fix  Months 

gone  with  Child,  had  a  confluent  Sort  with 
a  few  Spots,  and  in  the  Beginning  of  Matu¬ 
ration  a  violent  Haemorrhage  at  the  Nofe,  dies 
the  feventeenth  without  Projhivium  or  Ab¬ 
ortion. 

In  thefe  fixty  five  Cafes,  twenty  had  Pur¬ 
ples  only  without  Hemorrhages;  one  D . 

J  - - at.  15,  had  no  Purples,  but  Spittle 

and  Urine  dilutcly  tinftur’d  with  Blood;  the 
forty  four  following,  befides  Purples  had  Hae¬ 
morrhages ,  viz.  bloody  Urine  fix,  Profnivium 
(I  mean  muliebre)  five,  bloody  Spittle  eleven, 
Hemorrhage  at  the  Nofe  two,  bloody  Stools 
one,  Urine  and  Spittle  one,  Urine  Stools  and 
Spittle  one,  Urine  Spittle  and  Profluvium  one, 
t  U  rine 
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Urine  and  at  the  Nofe  Spittle  and  Stools  one, 
Projiuvium  at  the  Nofe  one,  Projiuvium 
and  Spittle  two,  Stools  and  at  the  Nofe  two, 
Stools  and  Spittle  three,  Stools  and  Vomiting 
three,  Stools,  Spittle  and  Vomiting  one,  Vo¬ 
miting  and  by  the  Pores  of  the  Skin  under  the 
Nofe  and  at  the  Corners  of  the  Eyes  one, 

at  the  Gums  and  Mouth  one,  Mrs.  W - ’s 

Indian  Woman,  the  iixth  of  Illnefs  fuddenly 
feized  with  all  Sorts  of  Haemorrhages,  foon 
died  wallowing  in  her  Blood. 

Thefe  fixty  five  died  at  various  Periods, 
reckoning  from  the  Beginning  of  their  Illnefs. 
With  Purples  onlyy  dies  the  fourth  Day  of 
Illnefs  two,  the  fifth  Day  five,  the  fixth  Day 
one,  the  feventh  Day  one,  the  ninth  Day 
four,  the  eleventh  Day  two,  the  fourteenth 
Day  three,  the  feventeenth  Day  two.  With 
Haemorrhages  only ,  the  eighth  Day  one.  With 
Purples  and  Hemorrhages ,  the  third  Day  dies 
one,  the  fourth  Day  fix,  the  fifth  Day  fix, 
the  fixth  Day  twelve,  the  feventh  Day  fix, 
the  ninth  Day  five,  the  tenth  Day  one,  the 
eleventh  Day  one,  the  twelfth  Day  one,  the 
thirteenth  Day  two,  the  fourteenth  Day  two, 
the*  feventeenth  Day  one,  being  only  a  Hae¬ 
morrhage  at  the  Nofe,  which  did  not  con¬ 
tinue. 

Hence  we  may  learn  that  no  Age  nor  Sex 
are  exempted  from  Purples  and  Haemorrhages.

A  Sincere  and  difinterefied  Regard  for 
the  Good  of  my  Neighbours ,  is  the  Mo¬ 
tive  of  this  prefent  Publication :  without  Paf 
fon  or  Prejudice ,  laying  afde  all  ufelefs  Spe¬ 
culations  and  Subtilties ,  as  out  of  the  fuejliom 
in  Cajes  of  Fall  and  Experience ;  I  fall  im¬ 
partially  relate ,  Fhe  Hi jl or y>  Succefs , 
Benefits  of  the  Method  of  receiving  the  Small 
Pox  Incifions  or  Inoculation ,  ^  //  zj  called \ 
fo  far  as  it  has  come  to  my  Knowledge,  Al¬ 
tercations  in  Matters  of  Fall  obvious  to  the 
Senfes ,  /z/r  tripling  and  abfurd ;  let  Falls  be 
truly  related  and  Jet  in  a  proper  Method  or 

Light , 
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Light ,  the  Generality  of  Mankind  are  capable  to 
judge  for  themfelves.  I  fall  not  be  too  free 
with  Names  of  Perfons ,  only  where  the  Vouching 
of  Faffs  may  Jeem  to  require  it.  Fhere  have  been 
too  early  and  jlrong  Prejudices ,  both  for  and 
againji  this  Method ;  People  have  been  par¬ 
tially  Credulous  or  Incredulous  of  Faffs ,  as 
they  make  for  and  againji  their  refpeffive  O- 
pinions ,  viz.  In  Jome  it  favoured  much  of  Cre¬ 
dulity ,  Levity y  and  Novelty ,  to  be  bigot ly 
zealous  for  it  ;  in  others  it  few'd  too  much  of 
ftrong  Prejudices ,  Pafjms  or  obflinate  Hu - 
to  be  furioufy  againji  it :  I  hey  feem  to 
have  affed  the  fairejl  Party  who  exclaiming 
only  againft  raf  and  irregular  Procedure , 
were  willing  to  wait  patiently  until  Lime  and 
a  cautious  Experience  fould  direff  their 
judgments . 

Many  great  Dfcoveries  in  Phyfick  have 
been  oppofed  by  the  Generality  of  the  Faculty 
at  their  fir jl  Appearance;  Antimonial  Vomit sy 
Mercurial  Preparations ,  the  Peruvian  Barky 
&c.  had  this  Fate ;  but  are  now  by  Expe¬ 
rience  proved  to  be  the  befit  of  Medicines.  It 
was  not  by  Reafomng  we  learnt  that  the  Bark 
cures  Agues ,  that  Opium  relieves  Painy  or 
Mercury  carries  off  the  Venereal  Faint ;  it 
was  by  Accident ,  but  afterwards  confir?ned  by 
Experience .  How  mean  or  raf  foever  the 
Beginning  of  the  Praffice  of  hioculating  the 

Small 
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Smallpox  may  have  been-,  if  many  Tears  pra- 
Bifed  by  Old  Women  only ,  and  negleBed  by  the 
Sons  of  Art  in  Turky;  if  in  another  Part  of 
the  World  a  Perfon  of  no  Literature  and  of 
habitual  Rajhnefs ,  from  a  third  Hand  Hear - 
fay  of  an  over  credulous  Perfon ,  firft  attempt¬ 
ed  it  indifferently  on  all  who  would  pay  for  it, 
without  Regard  to  Age ,  Sex ,  Confutation , 
other  Circumfances ,  and  Cautions  which  Try- 
als  of  fuch  Confequence  may  require ;  as  it  is 
one  of  the  Inconveniencies  of  human  Life ,  that 
all  the  World  over ,  Ignorance ,  Affurance  and 
Rafmefs  pufhes  071  fome  to  attempt  without 
Pear  or  Difcretion  what  would  make  the  ?noft 
exquifite  Art  if  tremble  to  touch  never thelefs 
if  in  the  Event  by  repeated  Experiments  it 
prove  ufeful ,  it  ought  to  be  embraced. 

We  find  by  fome  Tears  Experience ?  that  the 
Small  Pox  abflraBedly  confidered \  received  by 
Inoculation  is  not  fo  fatal y  and  the  Symp¬ 
toms  frequently  more  mild ’  than  in  the  acci- 
dental  Contagion ;  yet  it  is  not  of  that  certain 
Safety ,  to  exempt  it  from  being  reckoned  pre¬ 
carious,  and  therefore  requires  Dijcretion  in 
applying  it  to  proper  Subjects,  and  Judgment 
in  managing  the  Difemper  Jo  received. 

The  Reafon  of  my  addrejjing  this  to  Tou , 
Sir,  Is  a  Sort  of  publick  Acknowledgment  of 
your  Friendjhip ;  but  more  efpecially  becauje  of 
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your  noted  Probity,  Integrity ,  and  Impartial 
lity  in  all  Affairs:  In  your  Office  with  an  un - 
biaffed  Duty  to  the  Crown ,  you  are  the  Dar¬ 
ling  of  all  fair  traders ;  and  to  fpeak  in  Me¬ 
dical  Perms,  Integrity  feems  to  be  in  the  Con - 
jlitution  of  your  Family ;  Witnefs y  the  Honour a- 
Sir  Joseph  Jekyll,  Mafier  of  the  Rolls,  your 
Uncle ,  who  without  any  biaffed  Regard  to 
Pimes,  Perfons ,  or  Parties ,  has  by  every  body 
been  acknowledged  always  a  Patriot.

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HE  CircaJJians ,  living  between  the. 
Euxine  and  Cafpian  Seas,  Time 
out  of  Mind,  have  carried  on  a 
confiderable  Trade  with  Pur  key 
and  Perjia ,  in  felling  their  own 
Children,  or  young  Slaves  taken  by  Incurfions 
from  their  Neighbours*;  but  more  efpecially 
their  young  Women ,  being  very  Beautiful,  are 
in  great  Re  quell  in  the  Seraglios  and  War  am  s 
of  the  Purks  and  Per  pans.  While  they  are 

I  Children, 
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Children,  they  procure  to  them  the  Small 
Pox  by  Inoculation  or  otherwife  *,  thofe  who 
retain  their  Beauties,  are  Merchantable ,  and 
bear  a  good  Price:  So  that  the  firft  Indention 
of  Inoculation  was  not  the  Saving  of  Life ,  but 
as  a  more  ready  Way  of  procuring  the  Small 
Pox ,  than  by  accidental  Infe&ion ;  that  they 
might  know  what  Beauties  were  Proof  and 
would  anfwer  the  Charge  of  being  carried  to 
Market . 

This  Circajjian  Trade  conveyed  this  Pra¬ 
ctice  into  Parky ,  where  the  lurks  at  firft 
from  their  Principle  of  Predejlination ,  would 
not  come  into  it ;  only  the  Old  JVc mien  of  the 
Greek  Church,  praftifed  it  among  the  meaner 
Sort  of  People  for  feme  confiderable  Time, 
fays  Pylarinus ,  and  that  A.  1701,  it  firft  be¬ 
gan  to  be  ufed  amongft  the  better  Sort  in  Con- 
jlantinople.  His  firft  Patients,  were  the  four 
Sons  of  a  Noble  Greek .  In  fomeTime  after  this 
Bellini  in  Italy,  writes  an  Account  of  it  to 
Dr.  Pitcarn  in  Scotland ,  defiring  his  Opinion; 
Dr.  Pitcarn  was  very  fond  of  it,  but  could 
not  perfuade  himfelf  to  venture  it  in  Praftice. 
Pimonius  from  Conjlantinople  An.  1713,  fends 
to  the  R.  S.  in  London  an  Account  of  this 
Pra&ice,  with  a  very  ftrong  Recommendation 
thereof.  Pylarinus  the  Venetian  Conful  An. 
1714,  fent  to  the  Royal  Society  a  more  mo- 
deft  Account  of  the  fame.  The  Small  Pox 
fpread  in  Bojlon ,  New -Engl and.  An.  1721, 


(  67  )  ;  ' 

and  the  Reverend  Dr,  Cotton  Mather ,  having 
had  the  Ufe  of  thefe  Communications  from 
Dr.  William  Douglafs,  furreptitioufly,  without 
the  Knowledge  of  his  Informer,  that  he  might 
have  the  Honour  of  a  New-fangled  Notion, 
fets  an  undaunted  Operator  to  work,  and  in 
this  Countrey  about  two  hundred  and  ninety 
were  Inoculated . 

Thefe  Communications  of  T ’imonius  and  Py- 
larinus  in  England  were  regarded  as  Virtuofo- 
Amufements ,  until  April  1721,  Mr.  Mait¬ 
land  a  Surgeon  (who  in  March  1717,  at  Pe¬ 
ru  near  Conjlantinople  had  feen  the  BritiJfj 
AmbaJJado  r  s  Son,  at.  6,  Inoculated  by  an  old 
Greek)  from  a  few  fcanty  Obfervations  but 
moftly  from  Hearfay,  in  Quality  of  a  'Travel¬ 
ler  was  willing  to  broach  a  new  Thing:  He 
inoculated  Mifs  Worthy,  at.  4,  and  Dr.  Keith’s 
Son,  at.  6,  in  May,  who  all  had  a  very  fa¬ 
vourable  diftinft  Sort.  This  encouraged  ma¬ 
ny  to  think  well  of  it,  and  in  particular  the 
Royal  Family  were  induced  to  caufe  Tryal 
to  be  made  of  it;  accordingly  in  Augufl  it  was 
pradifed  on  fix  Condemned  Criminals  in  New¬ 
gate,  at.  19  ad  36.  No  Medicine  was  ufed, 
all  was  left  to  Nature  affifted  by  a  flrict  and 
regular  Diet :  They  all  received  the  Infcftion, 
and  had  a  favourable  Small  Pox,  excepting 
Evans  who  had  no  Symptom,  neither  did  his 
Incifions  enflame,  having  had  the  Small  Pox 
in  Goal  laft  September.  Some  Time  after  this

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Mr.  Maitland  inoculates  Mr.  Batts  Daughter, 
net.  2  4 ,  Jofeph  Heath ,  at.  7,  and  Ben j.  Heath 
at.  3  ;  being  in  all  eleven  Pcrfons  v  '  d 
from  April  to  December :  Thus  gr  ’ 
circumfpe&ly  did  the  People  in  E..  v 

ceed  in  a  Pra&ice,  which  might  b. 
fequence  good  or  bad;  few  of  the  L;v  h 
Fhyjicians  favoured  it  at  fir  ft ,  but  in  iome 
fiiort  Time  Dr.  Mead  began  to  countenance 
it ,  as  did  alio  Sir  Hans  Sloan. 

In  the  Spring  following,  there  were  inocu¬ 
lated  by  Order  of  the  Princefs  of  Wi ales ,  fix  Ho- 
fpital  Children ,  at.  6  ad  20 ;  four  of  them  had 
it,  and  very  favourably ;  one  of  them  received 
no  Infection,  having  evidently  had  the  Small 
Pox  before;  the  fixth  had  Accidents  from 
Inoculation ,  which  continued  in  a  lefler  Degree 
for  eleven  Weeks,  and  then  had  a  favourable 
Small  Pox .  Soon  after  the fc,  were  inocula¬ 
ted  five  more  Ho  fpital  Children ,  at.  eight  tc 
fourteen  Weeks,  three  of  them  had  no  Small 
Pox ,  thefe  Bodies  were  morbid.  April  19, 
1722,  Mr.  Amy  and  Serj.  Surgeon,  ingrafted 
the  Small  Pox  on  Princefs  Amelia ,  at.  1 1,  and 
Princefs  Carolina ,  9.  They  had  them  fa¬ 

vourably;  this  would  have  been  a  very  great 
Encouragement  and  Countenance  to  this  Pra¬ 
ctice,  if  unluckily  it  had  not  happened  that 
in  the  fame  Month  of  April  dy’d  the  Earl  of 
Sunderland's  Son,  at.  2  4,  and  next  Month 
dy’d  my  Lord  Bathurjl's  Servant,  at.  19,  of 
•  the 
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the  Small  Pox  procured  by  Inoculation.  From 
this  Time  the  Practice  continues  proceeding, 
but  at  a  much  flower  Pace  than  was  expect¬ 
ed;  fo  that  from  the  Accounts  of  the  Inge¬ 
nious  Dr.  Jurin ,  R.  S .  Seer,  in  all  Great 
Britain  there  were  inoculated  in  the  firft  three 
Years  of  the  Practice  only  477;  the  Principal 
Inoculators  being  Dr.  Nettleton  in  Torkfhire 
eighty  Patients ,  Mr.  Amyand  Serj.  Surgeon 
fixty  two,  Mr.  Maitland  eighty  five,  &c. 

When  this  Practice  was  firft  attempted, 
fome  Phyficians  in  England  and  New-En- 
gland ,  particularly  Dr.  Freind ,  from  the  Ex¬ 
perience  of  Diforders  arifing  in  the  Animal 
CEconomy  by  fome  Foreign  Liquids  being  di- 
reCtly  admitted  into  the  Current  of  Blood ,  by 
Analogy  were  afraid  of  the  like  in  Cafe  of 
Inoculation ;  but  repeated  Trials  foon  con¬ 
vinced  them  of  the  Safety  of  this  Method. 
In  fome  of  the  firft  Trials  the  produced  Pu- 
Jlules  were  either  dry  without  Pus ,  or  like  a 
Spurious  Pox  called  the  Chicken  or  Swine 
Pox ,  containing  no  thick  digefted  Pus ,  but 
a  thin  Sanies ;  hence  they  alledged  that  Ino¬ 
culation  produced  only  an  Eruptive  Fever 
but  no  genuine  Small  Pox:  But  in  after  Tri¬ 
als,  feeing  in  many  the  Puflules  rife  with  in¬ 
flamed  Edges, .  white  and  afterwards  yellow 
Heads,  plump  and  mellow,  and  go  off  about 
the  ufual  Time  in  yellow  Scabs,  as  alfo  find¬ 
ing  them  infectious ,  they  quickly  gave  up  the 

Point, 
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Point,  and  declared  them  genuine .  The  O- 
dium  of  fp reading  Infedion  continues  a  Dis¬ 
advantage:  The  ingrafting  of  Foreign  conjii - 
tutional  Ails  is  a  Stumbling  Block  to  the  nice 
and  cautious. 

The  firft  Promoters  cf  Inoculation ,  on  the 
other  Hand,  were  much  more  extravagant  in 
their  Deviations ;  from  hearfay  and  a  few 
fcanty  Experiments  with  much  Credulity  and 
Rafhnefs,  they  pofitively  and  without  Referve, 
publifhed  as  follows;  and  in  Some  Inftances 
contradid  one  the  other  and  themfelves. 

I’imonius  An:  1713  fays,  thefe  laft  Years 
fome  Thoufands  have  been  inoculated  and 
none  died,  while  at  the  fame  Time  half  the 
affeded  died  in  the  common  Way  at  Conjlan- 
tinople ;  and  what  is  valued  by  the  Fair,  In¬ 
oculation  never  leaves  Scars  nor  Pits  In¬ 
fants  have  no  Convulfions  with  it.  He  knew 
but  of  one  Boy  who  did  not  receive  the 
Small  Pox  by  Inoculation ,  his  Incifions  did 
not  fwell.  The  Pufules  never  contain  a  lau¬ 
dable  Pus ,  but  a  thin  watery  Sanies . 

Pylarinus  the  Venetian  Conful,  the  mod 
modeft  of  all  its  Promoters,  fays,  I  was  not 
an  Eye-witnefs  to  all  that  I  now  relate,  I  had 
a  great  Part  of  it  by  hearfay.  The  Opera - 
trix  required  the  Winter  Seafon.  The  Ir¬ 
ruption  generally  begins  the  Seventh  Day; 
there  are  inftances  tho5  but  few,  where  the 
Eruptions  have  appeared  the  firft  Day.  Ino¬ 
culation 


dilation  fometimes  does  not  take  Place.  In 
fome,  tho’  very  feldom,  in  the  glandulous 
Parts  &  Emundlories ,  Abceffes  do  arife  after 
fome  Time. 

Dr.  Le  Due  a  Native  of  Conjlantinople ,  and 
who  was  himfelf  inoculated,  affured  Dr.  Ju - 
riny  that  out  of  many  Thoufands  that  in  the 
Space  of  about  forty  Years  part,  had  been 
inoculated  in  and  about  Conjlantinople  by  one 
Greek  Woman,  not  fo  much  as  one  Perfon 
has  mifearried. 

Mr.  Maitland's  Account .  Dying  is  a  Cafe 
which  never  happened  in  Ingrafting .  The 
giving  the  Small  Pox  by  Inoculation ,  never 
yet  failed,  nor  never  can.  No  Headaches, 
Thirft,  Inquietudes,  and  other  Fever-  Symp¬ 
toms,  not  one  in  a  Thou  fan  d.  Dr.  Nett  let  on 
who  inoculated  great  Numbers,  fays  from  his 
own  Experience :  IS  he  Symptoms  are  as  in  the 
natural  Way ,  a  quick  Pul/ey  great  Heat  and 
Phirft,  Pain  in  the  Head  and  Back ,  and  a- 
bout  the  Region  of  the  Stomachy  Vomitings 
Dofednefsj  St ar tings ,  and  fometimes  ConvuU 
(ions.  Mr.  Maitland  farther  fays,  The  Pu (in¬ 
ks  never  leave  any  Pits  behind  them  :  And 
in  his  Vindication ,  printed  in  Autumn,  1722. 
fays,  that  out  of  about  five  hundred  inocu¬ 
lated ,  by  that  Time  only  three  had  died:  Dr. 
Jur in  who  made  it  his  Bufinefs,  as  being 
R .  S.  Seer,  to  be  well  informed,  exeunte  Anno 
1722  fays,  that  only  one  hundred  eighty  two 

were 
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were  inoculated  by  that  Time.  This  Impo- 
fition  on  Mankind  is  too  grofs ;  what  follows 
is  ftill  more  grofs.  In  a  loofe  Poetical  R.ap- 
ture  Mr.  Maitland  fays,  that  fuppofmg  two 
or  three  hundred  Sick  in  the  natural  Way, 
and  as  many  in  the  inoculated  Way,  all  un¬ 
der  the  Cure  of  unfkilful  and  unexperienc’d 
People,  as  few  would  furvive  in  the  natural 
Way,  as  would  die  by  the  inoculated  Way. 

Dr.  Brady  of  Portfmouth .  Not  fo  much 
as  one  ever  died  of  Inoculation  rightly  per¬ 
formed  ;  it  always  is  favourable.  What 
wretched  Work  (fays  Dr.  Brady)  the  Gentle¬ 
man  (Dr.  C.  M.)  who  writes  the  Letter  to 
Mr.  Hummer  from  New-England  makes  of 
his  Accounts? 

Dr.  Harris  fays  Inoculation  is  a  certain  Re¬ 
medy  againfl  the  confluent  Kind. 

Mr.  Caiman's  Qhferroations  in  New-En¬ 
gland.  A  Negro  Slave  in  Difcourfe  told  him, 
That  Inoculation  was  praftiied  in  their  Coun- 
trey ,  but  of  how  long  Standing  he  could  not 
tell ;  that  God  told  it  to  poor  Negroes  to  fave 
their  Lives,  for  they  had  not  Knowledge  and 
Skill  as  we  have;  when  the  Small  Pox  gets 
into  a  few  Families  in  a  Pown ,  the  whole 
Town  is  inoculated  in  one  Week,  and  are 
well  the  next,  none  die ,  no  Plains  nor  Boils 
follow  the  Practice. 

Mr.  Boylflons  firft  Account.  There  is  no 
Truth  in  the  Reports  of  Peoples  dying  under 
i  Inocu - 
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Inoculation .  Timonius  well  known  to  form  in 
Bofton,  who  alfo  actually  knew  the  Truth  of 
his  Matters  of  Faff*,  this  Sort  of  Quackery  is 
only  fit  for  a  Stage  in  a  Countrey  Market 
Town.  In  his  fecond  Account,  publiflied, 
An.  1726.  he  complains  much  that  he  had 
heard  but  of  few  who  have  had  the  Benefit  of 
Inoculation  in  England.  N.  B.  We  are  to 
underifand,  that,  Bufinefs  running  low  with 
him  here,  he  went  for  London. ,  and  with  the 
Character  of  an  unexperienced  Inoculator,  ex- 
pe&ed  a  profitable  Encouragement  there;  but 
was  entirely  disappointed,  not  having  inocu¬ 
lated  one  Perfon  there ,  fo  far  as  I  can  learn ; 
Inoculation  in  London  had  not  as  yet  got  into 
the  Hands  of  Quacks.  He  tells  us  he  had 
fuch  Faith  in  the  Accounts  that  Dt.  Mather 
gave  him  of  Inoculation,  that  he  could  have 
ventured  the  firfl:  Trial  upon  himfelf;  in  a 
few  Lines  following  (forgetting  himfelf)  he 
tells  us  of  his  great  Fright  (as  he  calls  it)  on 
Account  of  his  Sons  Illnefs ,  not  having  any 
Direffi ions  from  Timonius  and  Pylarinus  con¬ 
cerning  this  Pradlice:  Thefe  are  his  own 
Words,  by  which  he  unthinkingly  expofes  his 
own  Rafhnefs  and  Inadvertency . 

The  beft  of  Men  have  feme  Foible ;  that 
of  Dr.  Mather's  was  Credulity ;  it  was  upon 
his  Authority  that  our  New-England  Inocu¬ 
lation  was  carried  on.  I  (hall  mention  a  few 

K  Inftances 
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fnftances  of  this  Weaknefs  from  his  own  LeU 
ters  concerning  Inoculation  publiflied  in  Lon¬ 
don:  In  one  Letter  dated  March  17-22,  he 
tells  the  World,  That  An.  1721,  in  Boflony 
fome  Cats  had  a  regular  Small  Pox  and  died 
of  it ;  that  during  the  Small  Poxy  the  Pid- 
geons  and  Dunghill  Fowls  did  not  lay  nor 
hatch,  that  he  never  knew  Bliftering  mifs  of 
faving  Life  in  the  Small  Pax,  &c.  In  his  Let¬ 
ter  communicated  to  the  R.  S.  by  Mr.  New¬ 
man  in  Favour  of  Inoculation  he  fays,  Phe 
Patient  is  more  healthy  after  Inoculation ,  it 
is  ufeful  to  Women  in  Child-bed ,  it  dries  up 
tedious  running  Ulcers ,  makes  the  crazy  con- 
fumptive  People  hearty ,  and  rids  People  of 
their  former  Maladies.  Thus  he  makes  a  Pa¬ 
nacea  of  it.  To  allow  of  fuch  grofs  and  bold 
Affertions  without  difproving  of  them,  would 
be  leading;  Mankind  into  a  Snare. 

Altho’  Levity  and  Credulity  brought  Peo¬ 
ple  into  it  at  firft,  without  waiting  the  Ef¬ 
fects  of  a  reafonable  Number  of  Experiments , 
mod  of  the  Anti-Inoculators  from  repeated 
Trials  do  now  acknowledge,  that  Inoculation 
generally  Speaking  is  a  more  eafy  Way  of  un¬ 
dergoing  the  Small  Pox  Illnefs,  than  where 
the  Infedion  is  received  by  accidental  Conta¬ 
gion  ;  but  its  Salutarinefs  falls  much  fliort  of 
the  extravagant  Recommendations  given  of  it 
by  its  Patrons ;  which  were  very  unfair,  be- 

i  caufe 
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came  it  appears  at  that  Time  they  knew  but 
little  of  the  Practice. 

This  Method ,  to  fpeak  impartially,  is  a  con- 
fiderable  Improvement  in  Phyfick ;  but  we 
cannot  fay  that  it  prevents  a  bad  Sort ,  as  fore 
as  a  Pleurify  is  cured  by  V.  S.  an  intermit¬ 
ting  Fever  by  the  Peruvian  Bark ,  a  Chhrojis 
by  ChalybeatSj  Venereal  Ails  by  Mercury ,  &c. 
In  fhort,  it  is  no  infallible  Method  of  allevia¬ 
ting  the  Didemper,  but  in  many  Indances 
hath  proved  precarious .  Some  receive  the 
Diftemper  not  at  all ,  fome  only  Eruptive  Fe¬ 
vers ,  others  in  fo  ftnall  a  Degree  as  to  admit 
of  Doubt ,  others  the  worft  Sort7  fome  have 
died  of  it7  Impofhumations  and  other  J'ubfe- 
quent  Ails  rather  more  than  in  the  natural 
Way ,  &c. 

I  (hall  endeavour  to  vouch  all  thefe  Par¬ 
ticulars  chiefly  from  Hi  dories  of  the  fir  ft 
Centenary  inoculated  in  England ,  and  in  the 
very  Words  of  the  Inoculators  (fome  of  them 
were  two  credulous  in  their  fird  Recom¬ 
mendations  of  it,  but  they  all  feem  to  bg 
very  candid  in  their  Hiftories  of  Fa  A)  which 
I  am  ready  to  produce  well  vouched.  To 
proceed  farther  down  would  be  too,  tedious 
and  nothing  to  the  Advantage  of  the  Method^ 
becaufe  the  Proportion  of  thofe  who  died  in 
the  fubfequent  Years,  is  greater  than  it  was 
in  the  Beginning ;  and  to  fpeak  ingenuoufly, 

K  z  1  kept 
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1  kept  a  Correfpondence  with  Refped  to  the 
Benefits  of  Inoculation  in  'England  from  un* 
quejlionale  Faffs ;,  only  for  the  fir  ft  two  or 
three  Years  of  its  Practice  there ;  but  have 
fince,  by  a  fort  of  Indolence,  been  remiis.  I 
know  no  more  of  it  for  thofe  laft  Years,  than 
any  bther  Perfon  may  from  the  publick  Prints. 
I  can  but  feldom  have  Recourfe  to  Mr.  Boyl - 
jlone  s  Accounts,  becaufe  of  their  being  fo  je¬ 
june,  lame,  fufpeded,  and  only  in  the  Nature 
of  a  Quack  Bill. 

1.  Some  receive  the  Dijlemper  not  at  all. 
Pylarinus  fays ,  Inoculation  does  not  always 
take  Place  In  Dr.  Nettleton's  firft  Parcel  it 
did  not  take  Place  in  two  Inftances.  Mr. 
Maitland's  2 othy  2%tby  29 tb>  30 th,  32 d,  42 dy 
&c.  it  did  not  infed.  Mr.  A • — d’s  qtb,  icth  and 
litb  dad  not  take  Efted.  In  Abort,  from  the  in¬ 
genious  Dr.  jurins  Account  of  Inoculation  in 
Great  Britain ,  An.  1721,  1722,  and  1723, 
out  of  477  by  that  Time  inoculated,  twenty 
nine  bad  no  Small  Pox  $  which  is  one  in  fixteen. 

2.  Some  have  only  Eruptive  Fevers.  Mr. 

Maitland's  32 d>  Patient.  Dr.  H - n  at . 

26,  had  only  an  Eruptive  Fever,  but  no 

Small  Pox  *  Mr.  A - d's  Child,  at.  17 

Months,  his  4 th  Patient,  had  only  an  E- 
ruptive  Fever,  and  a  pretty  (harp  one  during 

3  6  Hours* 
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36  Hours.  WLr.A—d’s  nth  Patient.  My 

L.  M- - -  a  Son  to  the  D.  of  D— — t\  aged 

11  Years,  had  a  gentle  Eruptive  Fever,  but  no 
Small  Pox. 

3.  Others  to  fo  fmall  a  Degree ,  as  to  ad¬ 
mit  of  Doubt .  Dr.  Nettleton  in  his  Letter 
1 6th  of  December,  1712,  fays,  we  are  ready  to 
own,  that  the  Operation  may  fometimes  fail: 
In  three  of  my  Patients,  though  the  Wounds 
did  inflame  and  fwell,  and  difcharge  confides 
ably,  yet  the  Eruptions  were  fo  imperfed,  as 
to  leave  me  a  little  in  Doubt. 

4.  Others ,  the  worfl  Sort .  Pylarinus  mo- 
deftly  fays,  they  are  moft  frequently  (not  al¬ 
ways)  of  the  diftind  Sort ;  the  eldeft  (ret,  18,) 
of  the  four  Sons  of  a  Noble  Greeks  his  firfl: 
Patients,  after  a  Courfe  of  moft  violent  and 
dangerous  Symptoms  narrowly  efcaped  the 
fourteenth  Day.  T ’imonius,  who  has  been 
found  in  every  Thing  partial  in  Recommen¬ 
dation  of  Inoculation,  fays,  that  of  about  fifty 
who  had  the  Inoculation  about  the  fame 
Time,  four  came  near  the  Confluent  Sort,  in 
whom  the  Eruptions  were  too  fudden,  and 
Symptoms  worfe.  To  make  fbme  Eftimate 
of  the  Confluent  and  Bad  Sorts ,  I  (hall  con¬ 
fine  my  felf  to  the  firft  Centenary  in  England \ 
and  in  the  Words  of  the  Inoculators.  Dr. 

Nettleton s 
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*  ISfettletons  8th  Patient,  Mr.  Sympfons  Child 
died  the  7th  Day  from  Inoculation  with 
Purple  Spots  (the  Brother  fome  Time  before 
dy’d  in  the  natural  Way  the  4th  of  Iilnefs,  full 
of  purple  and  livid  Spots.)  His  x8th  Patient , 
■tet.  7.  the  elder  of  two  Brothers  inoculated  a- 
bout  the  fame  Time,  the  younger  got  thro" 
the  Diftemper  with  a  great  deal  of  Eafe  ;  but 
the  other  fared  quite  otherwife,  and  there 
appeared  fome  Signs  of  Malignity ,  but  with¬ 
out  Danger,  he  afterwards  had  a  hard  Swel¬ 
ling  on  his  Shoulder,  &c.  (a  former  Child  of 
this  Family  dy’d  of  a  very  malignant  Sort  of 
Small  Pox.)  Mr.  Maitland's  10th  Patient, 
*Jofeph  Heath ,  cet.  7,  was  very  ill  before  the  E- 
ruption,  had  a  great  Load  of  the  continued 
Kind ,  but  at  laffc  recover’d.  His  27th  Patient, 
Mr.  R — ds ,  at.  41,  had  a  great  many,  fome  of 
the  coherent  Sort ,  with  pretty  {harp  invading 
Symptoms,  in  fome  Time  after  he  had  two 
Boils.  His  3 1  ft  Patient,  Mr.  Spencer,  at  two 
and  a  half,  Son  to  the  Earl  of  Sunderland , 
had  a  mixed  Sort,  part  Confluent ,  he  dy’d  the 
nth  Day  convulfed,  having  had  a  violent 
Second  Fever.  His  4id  Patient,  Mr.  R  — g?s 
fecond  Child  had  a  great  many,  got  over 
the  Small  Pox  under  the  Care  of  two  Phy - 
ficians ,  but  in  fome  fhort  Time  after  dies  of  a 
Pthijis .  His  47th  Patient,  a  Child  of  my 
L.  T — —d's  had  a  pretty  many  of  the  Co¬ 
herent 
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hefent  Sort.  Mr.  A- - d\  xxth  Patient, 

my  Lord  Bathurfl' s  Servant,  cet.  19,  the  E- 
ruption  happened  in  the  ufual  Time,  with 
a  vaft  Quantity  of  the  confluent  Kind ,  dies 
the  13th  Day,  having  been  under  the  Care 
of  Doctors  Arburthnot  and  Mead .  In  june 
Mr.  Waller ,  Apothecary  in  Gojport ,  inoculat¬ 
ed  his  three  Children,  one  of  them  had  ve¬ 
ry  fevere  Symptoms  preceding  the  Eruption, 
had  a  great  many  with  three  or  four  Patches 
of  the  fluxed  Kind.  Thus  we  find  in  fair 
Accounts,  that  nine  in  100  have  had  bad 
Kinds-,  fome  Inoculators  except  againft  Mr. 
Sympfons  Child,  becaufe  the  Seizure  was 
early. 

Dr.  Nettleton  ingenuoufly  writes,  That 
both  in  the  natural  and  ingrafted  Sort  there 
are  aim  oft  infinite  Degrees  of  the  Small  Pox. 
In  Mr.  Boylflons  Account,  with  a  good  A C- 
fu ranee  he  tells  us,  we  had  no  Refemblance 
of  bad  Symptoms  in  any,  where  it  was  not 
evident  that  they  were  infeded  in  the  natu¬ 
ral  Way  before.  In  all  his  247  Patients  he 
met  with  but  five  or  fix,  and  they  had  re¬ 
ceived  the  Infedion  before ;  whereof  three 
were  Confluent ,  and  three  handfome  Sprinkling , 
as  he  Terms  it.  How  diflngenuous  is  it  to 
fupprels  the  Hiftories  of  thole  who  had  the 
fevere  Degrees  of  it.  That  there  were  more 
is  certain.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Coleman ,  in 
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Bis  Book  of  Obfervations,  p.  4  writes,  that 
fome  ten  or  twelve  of  this  Number  ( the  fird 
100)  appeared  to  have  taken  the  Infedion  in 
the  common  Way,  and  accordingly  had  a 
confluent  Kindy  or  of  a  Fulnefls  of  the  didind 
Sort,  not  known  among  the  Inoculated  in 
the  Levant.  Confidering  that  the  other  147 
were  all  in  the  fevered  Seafon,  and  many  of 
them  not  fo  well  provided  for  in  the  adja¬ 
cent  Countrey  Towns,  the  Proportion  of 
bad  Kinds  mud  increafe;  fo  in  the  lowed  E- 
ftimate,  there  muft  have  been  25  or  30  with 
bad  Sorts. 

5.  Some  have  died  of  it.  I  (hall  not  de- 
fcend  to  Particulars,  feeing  the  ingenious  Dr. 
flurin  R.  S.  Seer,  a  Favourer  of  this  Pradice, 
in  his  Account  of  the  Succefs  of  Inoculating 
the  Small  Pox  in  Great  Britain ,  writes,  that 
in  the  Years  1721,  1722,  1713,  there  were 
inoculated  in  all  Great  Britain  477,  where-*- 
of  nine  are  fufpeBed  to  have  died ,  and  de~ 
duding  the  twenty-nine  who  did  not  receive 
the  Infedion,  there  dy’d  nine  out  of  448, 
where  the  Subjeds  were  generally  culled,  pre¬ 
pared,  and  all  Advantages  made  ufe  of;  not 
including  Dr.  Nettleton\  8th  Patient,  Mr. 
Sympfon's  Daughter,  and  others,  in  whom  the 
Eruption  was  early.  I  know  nothing  certain 
theie  lad  Years  concerning  the  Small  Pox 
Mortality  in  this  Way,  at  Times  we  find 
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Home  mentioned  in  the  London  News-Pa¬ 
pers;  as  for  Inftance,  in  the  Year  1725, 
March  16 ,  dy’d  Mrs.  Eyles ,  Niece  of  Sir 
John  Eyles ,  Alderman  of  London ,  of  the 
Small  Pox  contraded  by  Inoculation ;  June  the 
17th  dy’d  of  the  Small  Pox  contraded  by 
Inoculation,  Arthur  Hill ,  Efq;  eldeft  Son  of 
ViJ count  Hillfborough  ;  Augufl  the  12  th  dy’d 
of  the  Small  Pox  by  Inoculation  — - — -  Hurjl , 
of  Salijbury ,  Efq; 

Mr.  Boylflon  writes,  that  there  were  only 
fix  who  died  of  or  after  Inoculation,  The 
precife  Number  of  thofe  who  dy’d  by  Inocu¬ 
lation  in  Bojl.on ,  I  am  afraid  will  never  be 
known,  becaufe  of  the  Croud  of  the  Sick 
and  Dead  while  Inoculation  prevailed  moil,  and 
the  Inoculator  and  Relations  inviolably  keep 
the  Secret ;  when  it  got  into  Countrey  Towns , 
it  could  not  be  concealed,  and  we  find  that 
out  of  f event y -two  or  feventy-three  Perfons  in¬ 
oculated  by  Mr.  Boylifon  in  Roxbury,  and  the 
adjacent  Countrey.  Towns ,  five  have  dyd ; 
this  is  about  one  in  fourteen.  N.  B.  Mr.  White 
was  brought  from  Roxbury  to  Bofion.  In  all 
fair  Trials  no  Man  of  Probity  and  Candor 
does  ftifle  Fads.  Mrs.  G  — —  ,  an  ancient 
Gentlewoman,  who  vifited  much  the  Small 
Pox  Decumbents  of  all  Sorts,  whtfpers,  that 
there  were  many  more.  Some  Porters  who 
at  that  Time  were  employ’d  to  carry  the 
v  L  Dead 
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Dead  to  their  Graves,  fay,  that  it  was  whifi 
pered  in  fundry  Houfes  where  the  Dead 
were  carried  from,  that  the  Perfon  had  been 
Inoculated.  I  could  name  fome  who  are 
fufpefted,  but  having  only  Hearfay  and  con¬ 
jectural  Evidence,  I  forbear  to  affront  the  fur- 
viving  Relations :  I  my  felf  am  certain  of  one 
more  who  dfd  after  Inoculation ,  as  they 
exprefs  it,  having  with  her  Inoculator  at¬ 
tended  her  in  her  Illnefs,  this  was  — - 

Houfekeeper  to  Mr.  G - Ar,  Apothecary, 

inoculated  by  himfelf:  Soon  after  the  vari¬ 
olous  Matter  was  applied  to  the  Incifions,  (lie 
began  to  complain;  after  two  Days  began 
the  Small  Pox  Fever ,  and  in  two  Days 
more  began  the  Eruption  very  full,  and  con- 
fiuent  in  her  Face,  the  Incifions  difeharged 
very  much,  was  never  delirious ;  file  dy’d 
the  the  twelfth  Day  of  Weaknefs  or  Ina¬ 
nition,  Captain  Ojborne  in  his  Account  of 
the  Succeft  of  the  Inoculations  in  New  Eng - 
landy  figned  by  himfelf,  and  inferted  in  the 
Philofophical  FranfaBions  for  November  and 
December  17x1,  has  thefeWords,  “There  were 
“  in  all  atleaft  280  Perfons  inoculated  that  I 
<£  knew  of  and  I  fuppofe  there  might  be  twen- 
“  ty  or  thirty  more,  but  of  thofe  I  can  give 
<c  no  certain  Account’*:  It  is  to  be  fuppofed  that 
he  fail’d  for  London ,  before  Mrs.  Serle  in 
Roxbury  died  of  her  Inoculation,  becaufe  he 
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does  not  mention  her,  but  after  her  Death 
feveral  were  inoculated.  Thus  the  Number  of 
the  Inoculated  mu  ft  exceed  300,  and  twenty 
or  thirty  concealed  from  us ,  many  of  them 
without  doubt  in  their  fllent  Graves.  Would 
it  be  candid  in  a  ftrenuous  Promoter  of  this 
Pradice,  fuppofing  he  had  fufferd  much  in 
his  Small  Pox  Illnefs ,  and  thereafter  a  vio¬ 
lent  Inflammation  in  his  Leg,  when  freely 
ask’d  the  Queftion,  If  he  had  received  the 
Infedion  by  Application  of  variolous  Matter, 
or  by  accidendal  Contagion  ?  to  give  no  pop - 
five  AnJ'wer ?  Would  it  be  fair  in  another, 
after  his  Child  had  recovered  of  the  Small 
Pox  from  Inoculation,  fuppofing  a  Neighbour 
put  the  Queftion  ferioufly,  If  your  Daughter 
had  dy’d,  what  would  you  have  faid?  his  Re« 
turn  ftiould  be,  If  (fie  had,  no  Body  Jhould 
have  known  that  fhe  was  inoculated ?  Mr. 
Boylflon  in  his  firft  Account  (ays,  I  have  made 
my  Experiments  on  greater  Numbers  than  I 
judge  proper  to  mention. 


6.  Inoculation  flometimes  leaves  Impofthu- 
mations  and  other  Ails .  Timonius  fays,  two 
morbid  Children,  act.  3,  died  foon  after;  it 
was  judged  that  this  Means  was  made  u(e  of 
to  fend  them  as  ufelefs  Shades  to  Charon.  Py- 
larinus  candidly  writes,  Ofuibufdam ,  rarijfime 
tamen }  ad  glandulofas  partes  &  emuntloria 
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poft  ali quod  tempus  abfcefjus  erumpunt .  Dr. 
Nettleton  ingcnuoufly  tells  ns,  fome  few  after 
the  Small  Pox  have  been  fubjed  to  other  In- 
difpofitions.  For  an  Eftimate  of  their  Propor¬ 
tion,  as  before,  I  confine  myfelf  to  the  firft 
Centenary  inoculated  in  England.  Dr.  Net- 
t  let  oils  twenty  third  Patient  Mr.  Hanforis 
Daughter,  at.  nine  Months,  about  a  Fortnight 
after  (lie  was  well  of  the  Small  Pox ,  had  a 
painful  Swelling  in  one  of  her  Thighs  and 
Inguinal  Glands ,  but  it  went  oft  without  Sup¬ 
puration,  there  only  remaining  a  Hardnefs  a- 
bove  the  Knee  for  fome  Time.  His  thirty 
feventh  Patient  Mr.  HaigP s  Daughter,  at.  6, 
had  a  fubfequent  final!  Tumour  on  the  Muf- 
cles  of  the  Loins  which  ripened  fpeedily,  was 
opened  and  healed.  His  thirty  eighth  Patient 
her  Sifter,  at.  18,  had  finch  another  in  her 
Leg,  fomething  deeper ,  it  gave  her  a  great 
Deal  of  Pain,  and  difcharged  a  great  Quan¬ 
tity  of  Matter.  Dr.  Brady  of  Port  [mouth 
inoculated  his  four  Children,  the  eldeft  Boy 
in  Sickening  had  a  painful  Swelling  in  his 
Neck,  afterwards  a  Swelling  in  his  Lip,  and 
a  fcratched  Pock  in  his  Leg  does  impofthu- 
rnate  and  is  laid  open.  His  eldeft  Daughter 
had  a  painful  Tumour  in  her  Arm.  Mr. 
Maitland's  twenty  fifth  Patient  Mr.  A — — dsy 
at  2i,  in  fome  fhort  Time  after  had  two  Boils . 
His  fortieth  Patient  Sir  D — —  O- — ne  had 
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a  fubfequent  ImpoJlhume  Axilla.  His  forty 
firft  and  forty  fecond  Patients,  at.  thirteen 
Months,  and  three  Years;  in  the  firft  one  of 
the  inoculated  Arms  did  impojlhumate ,  and 
was  laid  open ;  the  other  foon  after  dy’d  of  a 
Pthifis ,  having  had  an  ImpoJlhume  Axilla 
and  two  final  1  Boils  in  other  Parts.  Mr. 
A— — d\  fourteenth  Patient  my  Lady  Betty 

Daughter  to  my  Lord  B  - - y  as  the  Small 

Pox  were  a  drying  away,  appeared  a  large 
white  Tumour  under  the  Deltoides ,  which 
being  opened  the  humerus  Bone  was  found 
di/cover  d ;  it  was  cured  without  any  fenfible 
Exfoliation.  Thus  eleven  in  the  Hundred  had 
thefe  fubfequent  Ails.  I  do  with  all  Candor 
and  Sincerity  declare  that  in  many  Hundreds 
of  Patients  I  vifited  in  the  laft  Small  Pox 
Time,  1  had  not  above  half  a  Dozen  with 
fubfequent  Impofthumations  or  Boils;  and 
having  upon  this  Occafion  enquired  of  moft 
of  the  other  Praftitioners,  I  find  the  Propor¬ 
tions  were  very  (mall  when  compared  with 
thefe. 

7.  We  may  confidently  pronounce,  That 
thofe  who  have  had  a  genuine  Small  Pox  by 
Inoculation ,  never  can  have  the  Small  Pox  a- 
gain  in  a  natural  Way ,  both  by  Reafon  and 
Experience;  but  there  are  fome  who  have 
had  the  ufiial  Feverifli  Symptoms,  a  Difcharge 
by  their  Incifions,  with  a  few  imperfect  E- 
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nipt  ions,  that  may  be  obnoxious  to  the  Small 
Pox .  One  of  the  fix  Hofpital  Children  ino¬ 
culated  in  the  Spring  17x2,  by  Order  of  the 
Princefs  of  Wales ,  had  the  Accidents  from 
Inoculation,  and  after  eleven  Weeks  had  a  fa¬ 
vourable  Small  Pox.  Mr.  Degrave  Surgeon 
in  London ,  his  Daughter  was  fent  to  a  Nurfe 
with  fome  other  Perfons  to  undergo  Inocula¬ 
tion  ;  at  the  ufual  Time  (lie  had  Feverifh  Symp¬ 
toms,  Heats  and  Flufliings,  and  more  Sick- 
nefs  than  the  other  Perfons  who  had  a  fair  di- 
ftind  Pock ;  the  Inciiions  difcharged  about 
three  Weeks  (Pimonius  allured  us  that  if  the 
Inciiions  fwell  and  difcharge,  they  never  af¬ 
ter  will  have  the  Small  Pox-)  file  was  purged 
once  or  twice,  and  difcharged  from  her  Con¬ 
finement;  after  eleven  Weeks  foe  had  a  fa¬ 
vourable  Small  Pox.  Dr.  Clinch  in  his  Hi- 
ftorical  Effay  of  the  Small  Pox ,  aflerts,  that  a 
Son  of  Mr.  Jones  Surgeon,  at  Ofewefry  in 
Shropjhire  inoculated  by  the  Father,  had  the 
Small  Pox ,  as  was  judged,  by  Inoculation ; 
but  fome  fhort  Time  thereafter  had  it  fever ely 
in  the  natural  Way.  In  May  1725,  the  Re¬ 
verend  Mr.  johnfon  (a  noted  Undertaker  of 
fcrophulous  Cafes)  inoculated  a  Perfon  of  Di- 
ftinftion  in  Chelfea ,  who  thereupon  had  a 
j Rajh-like  Eruption  and  (mall  Fever,  afterwards 
was  phyiick’d  and  fent  Home  as  having  had 
the  Small  Pox ,  but  in  a  fhort  Time  after  had 
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the  Small  Pox  favourable  in  the  natural  Way. 
We  have  had  likewife  fome  Pittances  in  the 
publick  News-papers  from  England.  Some 
of  the  Inoculators  fay,  that  this  late  fubfe- 
quent  Small  Pox  was  ftill  the  EfFed  of  a  la¬ 
tent  Infedion  received  by  Inoculation. 

It  is  beyond  all  Difpute,  that  fome  of  the 
Inoculated ,  may  have  received  the  Infection 
before ,  and  that  the  Small  Pox  was  from 
thence ;  but  if  an  inoculated  Perfon  dies,  or 
has  a  hard  Time  of  it,  to  impute  it  always  to 
a  former  accidental  Contagion,  is  moft  par¬ 
tial  and  unreafonable ;  more  efpecially  they 
feem  to  be  fecure  in  this  Subterfuge ,  if  the 
Eruptions  happen  fooner  than  the  ufual  Time. 
fimonius  fays  the  Eruption  fometimes  is  too 
fudden  and  of  the  fluxy  Kind.  Pylarinus 
fays  the  Eruptions  generally  appear  the  le- 
venth  Day,  there  are  fome  rare  Pittances 
where  it  appeared  the  firft  Day.  The  learn¬ 
ed  Dr.  Huxham  of  Plymouth  writes.  Anno 
1724  and  1725,  there  was  in  the  Town  a 
fort  of  Anomalous  Small  Pox ,  that  appeared 
in  lefs  than  twenty  four  Hours  from  the 
Seizure,  and  were  always  of  the  fluxed  Kind. 
Dr.  fur  in  gives  a  very  lingular  Inftance  of 
the  Small  Pox  appearing  in  two  or  three 
Days ,  in  the  Forehead  of  a  Nurfe,  fqueezed 
by  a  Gentleman  in  his  Delirium  againft  his 
naked  Bread:  full  of  the  coherent  Kind  in  the 
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State  of  Maturation ;  they  obfcrved  the  regu¬ 
lar  Periods  of  the  diftinCt  Kind,  and  did  in¬ 
flame  fo  as  to  clofe  up  her  Eyes  by  Swelling, 
which  afterwards  did  foon  fubfidc  by  a  Blifter 
to  her  Neck :  Therefore  a  Fortiori^  where 
the  variolous  Matter  is  applied  immediately  to 
the  Blood  and  circulating  juices,  as  by  Inocu¬ 
lation,  why  may  not  the  Eruptions  in  feme 
Conftitutions  be  premature ?  According  to 
the  Inoculators  themfelves  the  Eruption  may 
be  fo  Serotine  as  eleven  Weeks,  and  why  may 
it  not  iometimes  be  too  precoce  by  feme 
Days  ? 

8.  If  it  is  not  ufed  with  Circumfpedlion  in 
Regard  to  our  Neighbours ,  it  is  of  pernicious 
Confequence  to  populous  and  trading  Towns 
by  fpreading  Infection  and  damping  their 
Trade;  befides  the  premature  Deaths  of  thole 
who  do  not  expect  it.  As  in  feme  Conflitu- 
tions  of  Years  the  Infection  is  not  (o  apt  to 
fp read  as  in  others,  to  force  the  Spreading  of 
it  by  this  Artificial  Method  no  Man  (except¬ 
ing  one  who  has  lefs  Regard  for  the  Lives  and 
Good  of  Mankind,  than  the  ready  Money) 
will  juftify.  I  am  told  that  about  forty  five 
Years  ago  the  Small  Pox  got  into  feveral  Fa¬ 
milies  in  Bofon ,  and  foon  went  off  without 
diiTeminating  itfelf.  The  Plague  which  is 
reckoned  more  infectious  than  the  Small  Pox 
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was  in  London ,  from  1602  to  163X5  every 
Year  there  died  a  few  of  it,  but  it  did  not 
fpread  excepting  in  1603,  there  died  of  it 
30,5-61,  and  in  1625-  died  35,417.  The 
Small  Pox  in  London  fome  Years  is  far  more 
tkoiverfal  and  malignant  than  in  other  Years  • 
for  Inftance,  from  the  Bills  of  Mortality  An . 
1702,  died  of  the  Small  Pox  only  311,  in 
the  Year  1706  died  1721,  in  the  Year  1719 
died  3229.  Laft  Small  Pox  left  New-En- 
gland  very  abruptly,  while  the  Promoters  of 
Inoculation  were  endeavouring  to  force  it  into 
the  Countrey  Towns  ;  but  the  Roxbury 
Deaths  bailed  their  Recommendations.  To 
force  the  Spreading  of  Infe&ion  by  an  un-> 
bounded  Inoculation  is  a  Hardfhip  upon  Man¬ 
kind,  to  oblige  them  to  quit  their  Bufinefs 
with  their  Habitations;  Means  ufed  to  fave 
my  own  Life,  ought  not  to  endanger  my 
Neighbours.  Perhaps  it  is  more  inf e Sling 
than  in  the  common  Way,  becaufe  after  the 
Small  Pox  Confinement  is  over  the  inocula¬ 
ted  Walk  about,  and  carry  with  then!  a  Sort 
of  ambulatory  Infection ,  their  Incifions  con¬ 
tinuing  to  run  a  Sort  of  variolous  Matter.  In 
fome  Meafure  to  obviate  this  Clamour,  they 
at  firfi  gave  out,  that  the  Infection  from  the 
Inoculated  conveyed  a  better  Sort;  but  this 
Point  they  (bon  gave  up.  Mr.  Maitland'’ s 
ninth  Patient  Mrs,  Bait's  Daughter  at  cLem~ 
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pie  hear  Hartford ,  gave  the  Infeftion  to  fix 
Servants  in  the  Houie,  all  of  them  had  them 
very  bad,  and  one  died,  fays  Mr.  Maitland , 
contrary  to  my  Expectation.  In  Bojlon  Mrs. 
jE fiber  Webb  the  thirteenth  Patient  of  Mr. 
Boylftoris  was  inoculated,  narrowly  efcaped 
in  the  word  Sort  of  confluent  Kind ;  the  Sal¬ 
vo  was  that  (he  had  received  it  from  her  in¬ 
oculated  Father  and  Mother,  and  if  this  be 
allowed,  then  it  makes  our  Surmife  good. 

g  The  Communication  of  Conjlitutional 
Dijtempers ,  is  a  Difficulty  'which  'will  require 
fome  Series  of  Tears  to  obviate.  This  fome 
may  call  a  chimerical  \  or  conjectural  Fear ; 
but  as  all  Conftitution  Diftempers  have  fome 
Idea  or  Seminium  in  every  Drop  of  our  Juices, 
the  acute  Difemper  according  to  its  Nature 
foon  (hews  itfelf,  the  Chronical  Ails  aft  (lowly 
and  imperceptibly  on  our  Bodies.  A  Scor- 
butick  Taint  may  lie  latent  until  fome  difi 
pofmg  Caufe  happens,  the  Arthitick  from  its 
Nature  will  not  exert  itfelf  till  old  Age,  it  is 
very  uncertain  in  what  Stage  of  Life  an  He¬ 
reditary  Venereal  Box  may  appear,  the  Ne¬ 
phritic^  Strumous ,  Epileptick ,  Maniack ,  Sec. 
fometimcs  intermit  one  Generation,  and  ap¬ 
pear  again  in  the  next :  Thus  any  fubfequent 
chronical  Ail  may  occafion  Inquietude  in  the 
Minds  of  the  Inoculated,  and  render  them 
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imcapable  of  the  greatefi:  Happinefs  in  this 
World,  Mens  Jana  in  corpore  Jano. 

As  Fear,  Anxiety  annd  Defpondency,  or 
Dejedion  of  Spirits,  are  of  bad  Confequence 
in  all  Difeafes,  and  more  efpccially  in  the 
S mall  Pox  Illnefs ;  I  cannot  avoid  taking  No¬ 
tice  of  the  Inadvertency  or  Inhumanity  of 
fome  Inoculation  Promoters  particularly  in 
this  Town,  who  with  falje  Colourings  expofe 
the  Mortality  of  the  Small  Pox  in  the  natu¬ 
ral  Way.  They  harangue  thus,  Phe  Small 
Pox  always  fatal  to  New  England.  Mr.  Boyl- 
Jl.one  in  his  firfl  Account  fays,  The  Small 
Pox  was  an  awful  Diftemper ,  whereof  fa 
many  dy'd  as  gave  an  awful  Profped.  In 
his  affuming  Dedication  to  the  Princefs  of 
W lies ,  he  fays,  the  Reafon  of  his  undertaking 
Inoculation  was,  becaufe  the  Small  Pox  raged 
in  New  England  with  the  utmoft  Violence: 
Let  us  recoiled  and  we  may  find  that  July 
the  22*/  1721,  the  SeleB  Men  declare,  that 
only  feventeen  by  that  Time  had  dy’d  of  it, 
the  Small  Pox  had  then  been  in  Town  a- 
bout  three  Months,  and  this  was  near  a  Month 
after  Inoculation  began,  at  that  Time  fo  far 
as  we  could  in vc (ligate  about  one  in  ten  dy’d 
of  it ;  how  few  Popular  Fevers  have  been  fa 
favourable,  witnefs  that  Febris  mail  moris-k- 
pidemical  here,  in  the  Fall.  Dr,  Mat  keg.  in 
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his  Letters  publifh’d  in  London ,  gives  the  Rea- 
fon  why  they  ufed  no  Precaution  ;  hecaufe  in 
the  natural  Way  it  raged  with  the  utmoft 
Fury,  and  to  make  his  Ahertion  good,  fays, 
that  of  fomething  more  than  yooo  Decum- 
hents  near  900  died,  which  is  1  in  5-.  5  or 
18  per  Cent,  by  the  Fallacy  of  ufing  the  re- 
moteft  round  Numbers  in  each  Effimate,  he 
mifreprefehts  the  Cafe  very  much ;  the  true 
Numbers,  as  I  had  them  from  Mr.  Salter , 
were  out  of  5*989  dy?d  844,  (or  in  the  neareft 
round  Numbers  out  of  6000  dyd  850,)  which 
is  fomething  lefs  than  1  in  7,  or  14  per 
Cent .  Mr.  Boy  If  on,  with  his  ufual  Candor, 
in  his  Eftimatcs,  makes  ufe  of  round  Num¬ 
bers  to  a  Pitch  much  exceeding  this ;  in  his 
Account,  reckoning  up  the  dijhial  Symp¬ 
toms  which  attend  the  natural  Small  Pox , 
he  endeavours  to  make  the  World  believe, 
That  in  Bo  (Ion,  An.  1721,  near  one  hundred 
Perfons  had  loft  one  Eye ;  I  have  made  dili¬ 
gent  Enquiry  among  the  Practitioners  and  o- 
thers,  but  cannot  mufter  up  near  a -Score; 
and  fome  of  thofe  not  from  the  Violence  of 
the  Diftemper,  as  in  two  Daughters  of  Cap¬ 
tain  R - J  Patients  to  Mr.  Pemberton,  who 

had  a  kind  diftinCfc  Sort,  with  an  accidental 
Small  Pox  Pufule  upon  the  Pupil  of  the  Eye . 
How  inhumane  is  it  in  Affairs. of  Life  and 
Death  thus  to  trifle  with  Mankind,  to  in¬ 
dulge 
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Bulge  a  Humour,  or  to  ferve  a  bafe  End,  and 
how  fufpedled  muji  all  Accounts  be  that  come 
from  fuch  Hands  ? 

As  Chearfulnefs  of  Mind  is  the  be  ft  Prepa¬ 
rative  for,  and  Pejorative  in  the  Small  Pox ; 
for  the  Comfort  of  thofe  who  have  not 
Had  the  Small  Pox ,  I  fliall  make  an  Eftimate 
of  the  not  Small  Pox  Deaths  in  Bofton ,  An. 

1721.  There  dy’d  that  Year  of  all  Diftempers 
1102,  whereof  844  were  Small  Pox ,  fo  that 
only  258  of  other  Difeafes ;  bur  at  a  Medium  of 
fix  Years  preceding,  An.  1721,  there  died  per 
An ,  359,  and  at  a  Medium  of  fix  Years  fol¬ 
lowing,  An.  1722.  (I  do  not  include  An. 

1722,  becaufe  th z  premature  Deaths  of  1721 
had  much  leffened  the  Burials  for  that  Year) 
there  died  41 1 ;  the  Mean  is  387,  from  which 
dedud:  the  above  258,  remains  127  Deaths 
of  Valetudinarians  who  (if  we  may  fo  ex- 
profs  it)  mu  ft  have  died  that  Year  of  other 
Ails.  Or  if  we  compute  thus,  An.  1722  died 
only  273,  therefore  the  former  Year  had  an¬ 
ticipated  this  1 1 8  of  its  due  Burials ;  the  Me¬ 
dium  of  both  Computations  is  122,  which 
dedufted  from  7989  and  from  844,  leave  722 
Deaths  in  7867,  and  is  fomething  more  than 
one  in  eight.  To  reduce  the  Small  Pox  Morta¬ 
lity  further  let  us  confider,  1.  The  Difadvan- 
tage  of  its  prevailing  in  the  Autumn  or  Fall, 
the  moft  fickly  Time  of  the  Year.  2.  The 
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Pox  had  been  abfent  twenty  Years’,  and  con- 
fequently  a  great  Proportion  of  Adults  to 
have  it,  in  whom  chronical  Ails  might  be 
formed  ;  where  it  frequently  comes,  Children 
are  generally  its  Subjects,  and  on  that  Ac¬ 
count  not  fo  Mortal.  3.  By  Inoculation  the 
Numbers  of  the  infected  were  in  all  Parts  of 
the  Town  fo  increafed,  that  they  could  not 
well  be  attended perhaps  the  Numbers  ren¬ 
dered  the  Contagion  more  Intenfe,  for  near  ninety 
died  of  Purple  Spots  and  other  cruentous  Col - 
liquations .  Had  not  thofe  Difadvantages  con¬ 
curred,  I  do  alrnoft  perfuade  my  felf,  not  a- 
bove  one  in  ten  would  have  died ;  the  two 
former  Small  Pox  Times  were  more  favour¬ 
able^  An,  169.0  and  1702,  as  Mr.  Coleman  in 
his  Book  obfervcs ;  and  confidering  that  from, 
the  Settling  of  Bofton ,  which  is  now  one  hun¬ 
dred  Years,  the  Small  Pox  hath  affli&ed  the 
Town  only  fix  Times;  Anno  1649,  1666, 
1678,  1690,  1702,  and  1721,  I  cannot  fee 
any  Rcafon  to  magnify  the  Chance  and  Rifque 
which  a  Bofton  Man  has  of  dying  by  the 
S?nall  Pox.  Dr.  Nettleton  of  Halifax ,  Dr. 
Whitaker  of  Chi  chef  er ,  and  Dr.  JVillia?ns 
of  Haverford-V/ef,  for  the  Year  1721  make 
the  Small  Pox  Deaths  in  their  Neighbour¬ 
hood  one  111  five,  it  certainly  mult  have 
been  with  them  a  malignant  Confitutwi 
that  Year,  Accident  Years  ot\  Tiroes  are 

not 
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not  to  be  induced  in  forming  general  23* 
ftimates •  as  for  Inftance,  An .  172 i,(  in  Rhode- 
If  and ,  ( a  Neighbouring  Plantation  )  out  of 
thirty  who  had  the  Small  Pox  and  were  font 
to  Harbonr-Ijland >  only  one  Perfon  died, 
without  any  other  Advice  than  the  Care  of  a 
Nurfe.  :  .  • 

The  Advantages  of  Inoculation .  1.  The 

Small  Pox  received  by  Incifons  from  the  Ex¬ 
perience  of  feme  Years,  abfraBedly  confi- 
dered,  is  found  not  fo  Mortal  and  the  Symp¬ 
toms  generally  more  favourable  than  when  it 
is  received  by  accidental  Contagion.  2.  One 
may  take  the  Advantage  of  benign  Small  Pox 
Conftitution,  and  a  favourable  Sea/bn  of  the 
Year  to  receive  it.  3.  The  Body  may  be  pre¬ 
pared  and  fo  fecure  our  felves  from  being  ta¬ 
ken  at  a  Difadvantage  and  Surprife  ;  it  is  an 
Advantage  to  know  that  we  are  to  have  a  Di- 
{temper  (even  or  eight  Days  before  it  feizes 
us.  4.  It  removes  that  Dread  and  Anxiety, 
which  is  a  great  Uneafinefs  to  fome  who  have 
not  had  the  Small  Pox . 

The  Royal  Family  by  their  Example,  have 
obviated  the  Sufpicion ,  which  made  the  Pra- 
ditioners  here  decline  it  formerly,  I  mean,  of 
its  being  Criminal  I  find  the  Practitioners 
in  Fown  do  generally  refolve  to  perform  the 
Operation  when  required ,  but  without  per- 
fuading  or  difiiiading  ;  fo  that  thole  who  are  fo 

inclined 
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inclined  will  have  a  better  Chance  and  Choice 
without  being  obliged  to  expofe  themfeives 
to  a  Rajh  Operator  ;  however  fafe  this  Me¬ 
thod  may  be,  Difcretion  and  Care  are  necef- 
fary;  out  of  Mr.  Boylftons  feventy  two  or 
feventy  three  Roxhury  inoculated  Patients , 
(Mr.  White  included)  died  five ;  out  of  Mr. 
ThompforC  twenty  eight  Inoculations  in  the 
fame  Towns  and  Seajon  there  died  not  one. 

The  Operation  of  Inoculation  is  always 
fafe  even  in  the  rudeft  Hand :  Blood  letting 
is  attended  with  the  Rifque  of  pricking  an 
Artery,  Tendon  or  Membrane  of  the  Mufcle; 
in  this  the  Skin  being  elevated  nothing  lies 
in  the  Way.  The  Symptoms  in  the  inocu¬ 
lated  Small  Pox  are  the  feme  as  in  the  Na¬ 
tural,  and  require  the  fame  Management. 

Altho’  by  Inoculation  there  is  a  better 
Chance  than  by  accidental  Contagion,  never- 
thelefs  it  is  not  exempted  from  being  preca¬ 
rious ,  as  we  have  at  length  exemplified;  but 
as  there  is  no  abjolute  Certainty  in  humane 
Affairs,  Mankind  govern  themfeives  by  the 
greateft  Probabilities .  If  it  is  found  a  better 
Chance  for  preferving  Life  in  this  Illnefs,  it 
will  not  be  eafy  for  Enthufafs  and  fuch  like 
Divines  to  make  the  World  believe  it  a  Sin ; 
thus  fome  Turks  and  many  of  our  Neigh¬ 
bours,  altho’  rigorous  Predeflinarians ,  at  the 
Cry  of  Small  Pox  Malignity ,  do  fly  to  it  as 

a  Re-

a  Refuge,  Suppofe  an  Epidemical  and  mor- 
tal  Diarrhoea  or  Dyfentery  rage  in  a  Place, 
if  I  can  carry  off*  its  proper  Pabulum  by 
Gathartich ,  which  is  an  Analogous  artificial 
Diftemper  of  the  (am  eSpecies,  may  it  not  be 
done  ?  An  impending  periodical  Haemorrhage^ 
may  it  not  be  diverted  by  an  Artificial  V.  S. 
The  adequate  Analogy  of  this,  puts  me  in 
Mind  of  the  Fallacy  of  an  Argument  com¬ 
monly  ufed  by  the  Inoculators ,  Artificial 
V.  S.  Cathar ticks ,  drawing  of  Teeth ,  cutting 
of  Corns ,  See.  have  been  the  Occafions  of 
Deaths ,  muji  they  be  difufed?  In  thefe  feme 
Accident  in  the  Operation  is  to  blame,  not 
Nature  prematurely  fet  at  Work  to  acquire 
an  acute  Diftemper  by  a  fafe  Operation;  a 
preventive  Vomit,  Purge,  &c.  affefts  only 
myfelf  not  my  Neighbour. 

Seeing  at  prefent  the  moft  zealous  Inocu- 
lator  does  not  pretend  that  there  is  any  ab- 
folute  Certainty  in  this  Affair,  a  Countrey  Re¬ 
treat  in  my  Judgment,  may  be  advifable  to 
the  following  Conditions  of  Perfons.  i.  To 
thofe  who  are  much  advanced  in  Tears ,  who 
in  the  common  Courfe  of  Nature  may  not 
furvive  the  next  Return  of  this  Contagion  ; 
the  Infirmities  of  old  Age  is  a  Difadvantage 
likewife  to  be  confidered.  2.  Pregnant  Wo¬ 
men  ;  and  in  general  all  of  the  Fair  Sex  whole 
Bufinefs  can  alloy/  of  a  Countrey  Retirement 

N  *  for 
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for-  feme  Months  once  in  twelve  or  twenty 
Years,  and  whofe  Faces  are  feme  part  of  their 
Care  and  Concern,  feme  Faces  having  fuller¬ 
ed  laft  Inoculation  Time.  3.  The  Confump- 
tive  and  bad  Habits ,  whofe  crazy  Fabricks 
cannot  without  a  confiderable  Rifque,  Hand 
the  Shock  of  an  acute  Diftemper.  4.  In¬ 
fants,  whofe  green  and  tender  Age  with  the 
Incidents  of  Crudities ,  Formina\  Fee  things 
&c.  is  of  itfelf  precarious,  without  the  Ac¬ 
cumulation  of  a  Small  Pox  Illnefs.  y.  In¬ 
dians,  few  of  them  are  obferved  to  furvive 
the  Small  Pox  in  the  natural  Way,  and 
therefore  are  not  without  confiderable  Ha¬ 
zard  in  the  other  Way.  6.  Some  particular 
Families  of  Whites ,  who  have  fomething  pe¬ 
culiar  in  their  Constitution  that  cannot  bear 
this  Infe&ion  (Fire  is  not  always  as  the  Flame 
from  whence  it  is  derived,  but  as  the  Fewel 
to  which  it  is  applied)  we  have  had  Inftances 
of  this,  Mr.  White  and  his  Sifter  both  died 

by  Inoculation,  the  Family  of  W - bs  fuf- 

fered  much,  &c.  By  fome  Singularity  of  Tem¬ 
perament,  feme  arc  Proof  againft  the  Pocky 
Contagion ,  to  others  it  is  always  mortal. 
7.  Fhe  exceedingly  Fimorous  need  not  to  be 
mentioned,  it  is  to  be  fuppofed  that  Fear  will 
give  them  Wings. 

Thcfe  who  are  in  good  Health ,  and  not  in 
any  of  thcfe  Circumftances,  are  fit  Subjects 
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for  Inoculation ,  more  efpecially  whofe  Buff* 
nefs  requires  them  to  be  in  Foreign  Parts 
where  the  Small  Pox  always  more  or  left 
prevails.  Since  the  P  raft  ice  is  not  Criminal, 
they  who  from  a  publick  Spirit  undergo  the 
Experiment,  may  be  reckoned  to  effay  the 
Benefit  of  Mankind  for  Generations  to  come. 

Phe  befi  Preparation  for  the  S?nall  Pox  to 
be  received,  either  by  Accident  or  by  In- 
cifions  is  to  keep  the  Mind  as  chearful,  and 
the  Body  as  healthful  as  we  can.  P he  Symp¬ 
toms  of  Health  are  a  good  Stomach,  eafy  D i- 
geftion,  regular  PuKe,  quiet  and  undifturbed 
Sleep* 
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
